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To the Congress of the United Stales: Iu the dis­ 
charge of a constitutional duty, and following a 
w ell-established precedent in the Executive 
office, I herew ith transm it to th e Congress, at its 
reassem bling, certain inform ation concerning 
the state of th e Union, together w ith such 
recom m endations for legislative consideration 
as appear necessary and expedient. 
Our G overnm ent has consistently m aintained 
its relations of friendship tow ard ull other 
powers, and of neighborly interest tow ard those 
whose possessions are contiguous to o u r own. 
Few com plications have arisen du rin g th e past 
year w ith other G overnm ents, aud none of these 
are beyond the reach of settlem ent in friendly 
counsel. 
THE CHILE CLAIMS. 
We 
are, as 
yet, w ithout 
provision 
for 
th e settlem ent of claim s of citizens o f the 
United States against Chile for injuries during 
th e late w ar w ith Peru and Bolivia. The m ixed 
commissions, organized u nder Claims Conven­ 
tions concluded by the Chile G overnm ent w ith 
certain Euroi»ean States, have developed an 
am ount of friction w hich we trust cun be 
avoided in th e convention w hich our repre­ 
sentative at Santiago is authorized to negotiate. 
THE CHINESE OUTRAGES. 
The cruel treatm ent of inoffensive Chinese has, 
I regret to say, been repeated in some of th e far 
W estern 
States 
and 
Territories, aud 
acts 
of violence against these people, beyond the 
pow er of the local constituted authorities to 
prevent, and difficult to punish, are reported 
even in distant A laska. M uch of this violence 
can be traced to race prejudice and com petition 
of labor, w hich cannot, how ever, justify the op­ 
pression of strangers whose safety is guaranteed 
by our treaty w ith C hina equally w ith the most 
favored nations. Iu opening o u r vast dom ains 
to alien elem ents, the purpose of our law -given 
was to invite assim ilation, and not to provide 
an arena of endless antagonism s. The p ara­ 
m ount duty of m aintaining public order and 
defending the interests o f our own people, may 
require the adoption o f m easures of restriction, 
but they should not tolerate the oppression of 
individuals of a spcciaj race. I am not w ithout 
assurance th a t the G overnm ent of China, whose 
friendly disposition tow ards us I am most happy 
to recognize, w ill m eet h a lf way in devising a 
com prehensible rem edy by w hich an effective 
lim itation o f Chinese em igration 
lection of those Chinese subjec 
this country, m ay he secured. Legislation is 
needed to execute the provision of our Chinese 
Convention of 1880, touching the opium traffic. 


Ol R INTERESTS IN I’AN AM A. 
W hile th e 
good 
w ill

fest, the situation of A m erican interests on 
the Isthni'*s of Panam a has at tim es excited 
concern and invited friendly action looking to 
the perform ance o f th e engagem ents of th e two 
nations concerning the territory em braced in 
the inter oceanic transit. 
W ith th e subsidence 
of the isthm ian disturbances, and the erection 
of th e State of Panam a into a federal district 
u n d er th e direct governm ent of th e constitu­ 
tional adm inistration o f Bogota, a new order of 
things h ’is been inaugurated, w hich, although 
as yet rom ew hnt experim ental and affording 
scope for an arbitrary exercise o f pow er by the 
delegates of th e national authorities, prom ises 
m uch im provem ent. 


FRENCH RELATIONS. 
T he sym pathy betw een th e people o f the 
United M ates and France, born du rin g o u r col­ 
onial Mrugiile for independence, and continuing 
to day, has received a fresh im pulse in the suc­ 
cessful com pletion and dedication o f the colos­ 
sal statue or “ Liberty Enlightening the W orld.” 
in New York harbor—the gift of Frenchm en to 
Americans. 
A convention betw een th e United 
States and certain other powers for the protec- 
tec.ion of subm arine cables was signed at Paris 
on M arch 11, 1884, and has been duly ra t­ 
ified and proclaim ed by 
this 
Governm ent. 
By agreem ent betw icn th e high contracting 
parties, th is convention is to eo into effect 
on the 1st of Jan u ary next, but th e legislation 
required lor its execution in th e U nited S u tes 
h as not yet been ado* ted. 
1 earnestly r.co m ­ 
m end its enactm ent. 
OUR CITIZENS IN GERMANY. 
Cases have continued to occur iu G erm any, 
giving rise to mti'di correspondence, iu relation 
to the privilege of sojourn of our naturalized 
citizens of G erm an origin visiting the land of 
th eir b irth : yet I am liappy to state th a t ou r 
relations w ith th a t country have lost none of 
th e ir accustom ed cordialit . The claim s for 
interest upon the am ount o f tonnage dues ille­ 
gally extracted from certaiu German steam ship 
li es were favorably reported in both Houses of 
Congress at th e lust session, and, 1 trust, will 
receive final aud favorable action at an eiuly 
day. 
THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 
'The recom m endation contained in ray last 
an n u al mess *gc, in relation to a mode of settle­ 
m ent of the Fishery rights iu the w aters of B rit­ 
ish North America, so long a subject of anxious 
difference betw een the United M ates and Great 
B ritain, was m et by an adverse vote of the Sen­ 
ate on April 13th last, and thereupon negotia­ 
tions w ere instituted to obtain nil agreem ent 
w ith h e r B ritannic Majesty’s G overnm ent for 
the prom ulgation ol such jo in t in*erpn-tat;on and 
definition of the A H id e oi the Convention o fisis, 
relating to th e territorial w aters aud in -h o re . 
fisheries o f the British p oviuees, as should se-i 
cure the C anadian lights irom encroachm ents 
from United Slates fisherm en, and at the sam e 
tim e insure the enjoym ent by the latter of the 
privileges guaranteed them by fueii Conven­ 
tion. The questions involved ar» of lo ngstand­ 
ing. are of grave eonfcqueqces. and from tim e 
to tim e—for nearly three-quarters o f a century— 
have given ri.se to earnest international discus­ 
sion. not unaccom panied by irritation. Tem ­ 
porary arrangem e- t by treaty have served to 
allay friction, w hich, how ever, has revived a«* 
each treaty is term inated. 
The b u t arrange­ 
m ent under the treaty of 1871 was abrogated, 
after due n o ti.e by ta e U nited States, on June 
30, 1S85, bu t I was enabled to obtain for our 
fisherm en for the rem ainder o f th a t season en ­ 
joym ent of the full privileges accorded by the 
term inating treatv. The Jo in t Commission by 
whom the t.eaty hud been negotiated, although 
invested w ith plenary pow er to m ake a perm a­ 
n en t settlem ent, wvrc content w ith u tem ­ 
porary arrangem ent,

condition of affairs scarcely realizable at the 
date of the negotiation* of 1818. 
New an d vast 
iuteiests hav e la eu brought in o existence: 
m odes o f intercourse betv.e* u the respective 
countries have been invent, d and m ultiplied; 
th e m ethods of conducting th e ri heries have 
been wholly chanced, and all this is necessurily 
entitled t * candid and careful consideration iu 
the adjustm ent o f the term s aud conditions of 
intercourse and com m erce be ween tin* United 
States and th eir neighbors along a frontier of 
over 3,500 miles. 
This propinquity of com m uni tv of language 
and occupation, and sim ilarity o f political and 
social institutions, argue the practicability znd 
obvious wisdom o f m aintaining m utual bcueti 
cial and friendly rclatio s. W hilst I am un- 
fcigocdly desirous th at such relations should 
exist betw een us and the iu h ab itao tso f Canada, 
yet tiie action o f th eir officials during the past 
season tow ard our fisherm en has been such 


judgm ent be m ost ill-advised. The*param ount 
influence wc have there acquired, once relin ­ 
quished could only w ith difficulty be regained, 
and a valuable coin of vantage for ourselves 
m ight be converted into a stronghold for our 
com m ercial com petitors. 
I earnestly recom ­ 
m end th a t the existing treaty stipulations be 
extended for a further term of seven years. A 
recently signed treaty to th is end is now before 
the Senate. 
The im portance of telegraphic 
com m unication betw een those islands and the 
U nited .States should not be overlooked. 


TREATIES WITH JAPAN. 
T he question of a general revision of the 
treaties w ith Japan is again under discussion at 
Tokio. As the first to open relations w ith the 
em pire, and as the nation in most direct com­ 
m ercial relation w ith Japan, the United States 
have lost uo opportunity to testify th eir con­ 
sistent friendship by supporting h er ju st claim s 
and independence am ong nations. A treaty of 
extradition betw een the U nited States and Ja- 
an, th e first concluded by th at em pire, hjis 
en lately proclaim ed. 
AID FOB LIBERIA. 
The w eakness of Liberia, and th e difficulty of 
m aintaining effective sovereignty over its out­ 
lying districts, have exposed th a t republic to en­ 
croachm ent*. 
It cannot be forgotten th a t this 
d istant com m unity is an offshoot of our system, 
ow ing its origin to th e associated benevolence 
o f A m erican Citizens, whose praisew orthy ef­ 
forts to create a nucleus of civilization in the 
“ dark continent” have com m anded respect and 
sym pathy everyw here, especially in th is coun­ 
try. A lthough a form al protectorate over Libe­ 
ria is cont ary to our traditional policy, the 
m oral right and duty of the U nited States to as­ 
sist, in all proper wnvs, in th e m aintenance of 
its integrity, is obvious, and has been constantly 
advanced during nearly a h a lf century. I rec­ 
om m end th a t In the reorganization of our navy, 
a sm all vessel, no longer found adequate to our 
needs, be presented to Liberia, to be em ployed 
by it in the protection of its coastwise revenues. 
MEXICAN COMPU ATIONS. 
The encouraging developm ent of beneficial 
an d intim ate relations betw een th e United 
States and Mexico, w hich has been so m arked 
w ithin th e past few years, is at once th e oocu- 
*ioi! o f congratulation and of friendly solicitude. 
1 urgently renew m y form er representation of 
the need’ of speedy legislation by Congress 
to carry into 
effect 
the 
reciprocity 
com ­ 
m ercial’ convention 
of 
Jan u ary 
20, 1S83. 
Our com m ercial treaty of 
th e 
year 1.831 
w ith M exico w as term inated, according to its 
provisions, in 1881, upon notification given by 
M exico. In pursuance o f h e r announced j>oliey 
o f 
recasting all 
h er 
Am erican 
treaties, 
Mexico has since concluded w ith several foreign 
G overnm ents new treaties o f com m erce and 
navigation, defining alien rights o f trade, prop­ 
erty and residence, the treatm ent of shipping, 
consular privileges and the like. Our yet uuex 
e d ited reciprocity convention of 1881 covers 
none of these points the settlem ent of w hich is 
so necessary to good relationship. I propose to 
initiate w ith M exico negotiations lor a new and 
enlarged treaty of com m erce and n avfgalion. 
In com pliance w ith a resolution of the Senate, 
I com m unicated to th at body on August 2d last 
and also to the H ouse of Representatives, the 
corresjK>ndence iu the case of A. K. Gutting, an 
Am erican citizen then im prisoned iu Mexico 
charged wi»h th e com m ission of a penal offense 
in Texas, of w hich a M exican citizen was the 
object. 
After a dem and had been m ade lor his 
release, the charge agaiusf him was am ended 
so as to include a violation ol M exican law 
w ithin 
M exican territory. 
This jo in d er of 
alleged 
offenses, 
one 
w ithin 
aud 
th e 
other exterior 
to M exico, induced m e to 
order a special investigation of th e ease, pend­ 
ing w hich Mr. Cutting was released. The inci­ 
dent has. how ever, disclosed a claim o f ju ris­ 
diction by M exico novel in ou r history, w here­ 
by any offense, com m itted anyw here by a for­ 
eigner, penal in th e place of its com m ission, 
an d of w hich an Am erican is th e object, m ay. 
if the offender be found in Mexico, be there 
tried and punished in conform ity w ith M exican 
laws. Jurisdiction w as sustained by the Courts 
of M exico in th e C utting case and approved by 
the Executive branch of th a t 
Governm ent. 
Upon the authority of a M exican statute, the 
appelate Court, in releasing Mr. Cutting, de­ 
cided th at the abandonm ent o f th e com plaint 
by the M exican citizens aggrieved by th e al­ 
leged crim e (a libelous publication) rem oved 
th e basis of in th er prosecution, and also de­ 
clared justice to have been satisfied by the en­ 
forcem ent of a sm all p art o f the original sen­ 
tence. T he adm ission of such a pretension

has jurisdiction of offenses w hich take effect 
w ithin his territory, although concerted or com­ 
m enced outside of it, bu t the right is denied of 
any foreign sovereign to punish a citizen of 
th e U nited States for an offense consum m ated 
on o u r soil, in violation of our laws, even though 
tfie offense be against a subject or a citizen of 
such sovereign. 
The M exican statute iu ques­ 
tion m akes the claim broadly, and the princi­ 
ple, if conceded, would create a dual responsi­ 
bility on the citizen and lead to a contusion 
destructive of th a t certainty iu the law w hich 
is an essential of liberty. W hen citizens of th e 
United States voluntarily go into a foreign 
country they m ust abide by th e laws there in 
force, and will not be protected by th eir own 
Governm ent from th e consequence of an offense 
against those laws, com m itted In such foreign 
country; but w atchful care an d interest of this 
Gove nm etlt over its citizens are not relin­ 
quished because they have gone abroad, and if 
charged w ith crim e com m itted in a foreign 
land a fair and open trial, conducted w ith a de­ 
cent regard for justice and hum anity, w ill l,e 
dem anded for them . 
W ith loss than th a t this 
G overnm ent 
w ill 
not 
be 
content 
when 
the lives or liberties of its citizens are at stake, 
w henever the decrees of w hich ex tra territorial 
crim inal jurisdiction' m ay have been formerly 
allow ed, by consent and reciprocal agreem ent 
am ong certain of the European .States. No such 
doctrine or practice was ever know n to the 
law s of this country, nor of th at from w hich 
our institutions have m ainly been derived. Iu 
the case o f M exico there are speuial reasons, 
strong in favor of perfect harm ony in the m u­ 
tual exercise of jurisdiction. N ature has m ade 
us irrevocable neighbors, and wisdom and kind 
feeling should m ake us friend*. The overflow 
of capital and enterprise from the Unites States 
is a t»o ent factor in assisting thc developm ent 
of Inc resources of M exico an d in building up 
the prosperity of both countries. To assist iu 
this good w ork all grounds of apprehension for 
the security of person and property should be 
rem oved, and I trn st th at, in the interests of 
good neighborhood, the statute referred to will 
be so modified as to elim inate th e present possi­ 
bilities o f danger to the peace of the tw o coun­ 
tries. 
THE NETHERLANDS. 
The 
G overnm ent 
of 
th e 
N etherlands 
has 
exhibited 
concern 
in 
relation 
to 
certain features of our tariff laws, w hich 
are 
suppo.*:ed 
by 
them 
to 
be 
aim ed 
at a class of tobacco produced iu th e Dutch East 
Indies. Com m ent w ould seem unnecessary upon 
the unw isdom of legislation apn «ring to have 
a special national discrim ination for its object, 
w hich, although unintentional, may give rise to 
injurious retaliation. 


OTHER COUNTRIES. 
The establishm ent, less th an four years ago, ol 
¿i i egatio i at Telieran, is bearing iruit iu the 
flntcrest • xhiblted by the SbaV s Governm ent ¡:i 
thc industrial activity oi the United States 
an d thc opportunities of beneficial Interchanges. 
A stable * overnraeut is now happily restored 
in Pern by the election of a constitutional Presi­ 
dent, und a period of rc-habilitrttiou is entered 
upon ; but recovery is necessarily slow from the 
exhaustion caused by the late w ar and civil dis­ 
turbances. A convention to adjust, by arb itra­ 
tion, the claim s o f our citizens, h as bee 
ised and ia u nder consideration. 
The naval officer w ho bore to Siberia the tes- 
tinionialsflfctsrowed by Congress in recognition 
o f thc aid given to the Jeannet-e survivors has 
sti eessfully accom plished his tdísmou. 
His in­ 
teresting report will be subm itted. It is pleas­ 
ant to know th at the m ark ol appreciation has 
been welcom ed by th e Russian G overnm ent 
and people as befits the traditional friendship 
o f the two couutries. 
CONCERNING S i MOA. 
Civil perturbations iu th e Sam oan Islands 
hwve during the past few years been a source of 
com iderubie em barrassm ent to three Govern­ 
m ents—G erm any, G reat Britain and the United 
States—whose relations an d ex tra territorial 
rights in th a t im portant group are guaranteed 
by tr ailc*. The w eakness oi the native adm in­ 
istration, and the conflict o f opposing interests 
in th e islands, have led King Mulitoa to seek 
alliance or protection in some one quarter, re­ 
gardless of thc distinct engagem ents w hereby 
no one o f the three treaty Powers m ay acquire 
any param ount or exclusive interest. 
In May 
last Mall toa offered to place Samoa u nder the 
protection of the United elates, and toe late Con­ 
sul, w ithout au th o rity , assum ed to grant it. The 
proce ding was prom ptly disavowed, a n d the 
over-zealous official recalled. Special agents o f 
the three G overnm ents have been deputed to 


en prom- 


m oving the Consular tonnage fees on cargoes 
shipped to the Antilles, auil by reducing* the 
passiiort fees, has shown its recognition o f fhc 
needs of a less tram m eled intercourse. 


DISAGREEMENT WITH THE PORTE. 
An effort has been m ade during the past year 
to remove the hindrances to th e proclam ation 
of the treaty of naturalization w ith the Sublim e 
Porte, signed in 1874, w hich has rem ained in­ 
operative ow ing to a disagreem ent of interpreta­ 
tion of th e clauses relative to the effects of 
thc return to and sojourn of a naturalized 
citizen in thc land of his origin. 
I trust soon to 
be able to announce a favorable settlem ent of 
the differences as t<> this interpretation, it has 
been highly satisfactory to note th e im proved 
treatm ent of A m erican m issionaries iu T urkey, 
as has been attested by th eir acknow ledgm ent 
o f our late M inister to th e ir G overnm ent of his 
successful exertions in th e ir b ehalf 


VENEZUELA CLAIMS. 
The exchange of ratification of th e convention 
of December 5 ,1885, w ith V enezuela, for th e re­ 
opening of the aw ard of th e Caracas Commis­ 
sion, 
under 
th e 
Claims 
C onvention 
of 
1861. has 
not 
yet 
been 
effected, 
ow ing 
to th e delay of the Executive of th e Republic in 
ratifying th e m easure. 
I trust th at th is post­ 
ponem ent will be brief: but. should it m uch 
Iouger continue, th e delay m ay well be regarded 
as a rescission of th e com pact aud a failure ou 
the p art of V enezuela to com plete an arrange­ 
m ent so persistently sought by us during m any 
years and assented to by this G overnm ent in a 
spirit of international fairness, although to the 
detrim ent of holders or bona fide aw ards o f the 
im pugned commission. 


CITIZENSHIP AND NATURALIZATION. 
I renew the recom m endation of my last a n ­ 
nual m essage, th a t existing legislation* concern­ 
ing citizenship and naturalization be revised. 
We have treaties w ith m auy States p ovidlng 
for th e renunciation of citizenship bv n atu ral­ 
ized aliens, but no statute is found to give effect 
to such engagem ents, nor any w hich provides a 
need of a ccuiral B ureau for the registration of 
naturalized citizens. 
EXTRADITION MATTERS. 
E xperience suggests tlm t our statutes regulat­ 
ing 
extradition 
m ight 
be advantageous^' 
am ended by a provision fo§ th e trausit across 
our territory—now a convenient thoroughfare ol 
travel from one foreign country to another—of 
lugitives surrendered by a foreign G overnm ent 
to a th ird State. Such provisions are unusual 
in the legisl ition of other countries, and tends 
to prevent the m iscarrying of justice. It is also 
desirable, in order to rem ove present uncertain­ 
ties, th a t authority should be conferred on the 
Secretary of State to issue a certificate, iu case 
o f an arrest f jr the purpose of extradition, to 
i lie officer before whom th e proceeding is pend­ 
ing. show ing th at a requisition for th e surrender 
of the person charged has been duly made. 
Such a certificate, if required to be received be­ 
fore the prisoner’s exam ination, would prevent 
a long am i extensive judicial inquiry into a 
charge w hich the foreign G overnm ent m ight 
not desire to press. 
I also recom m end th at ex­ 
press provision be m ade for thc im m ediate dis­ 
charge from custody of persons com m itted for 
extradition w here the President is of thc opinion 
th a t thc surrender should not be m ade. 
INTEKN ATION A L COPY RIGH T. 
The d rift oi sentim ent in civilized com m u­ 
nities tow ard a full recognition of the rights of 
property iu the creations of the hum an in tel­ 
lect has brought about th e adoption by m any 
im portant nations o f an international copyright 
convention, w hich was sigued at Berne on the 
18th of Septem ber. 1885. 
Inasm uch as th e ( a>ii- 
stitution gives to Congress the power to prom ote 
th e progress of science and useful arts by se­ 
curing, for lim ited tim es, to authors a n d invent­ 
ors the exclusive right to theirt respective w rit­ 
ings and discoveries, this G overnm ent did not 
feel w arranted in becom ing a 
in g the action of Congress upon 
ternatioual copyright now before 
right of udhesion to the Berne convention here 
a .te r has been reserved, 1 trust thc subject will 
receive at your hands th e attention it deserves, 
and th at the just claim s ol authors so urgently 
pressed will be duly heeded. 
R epresentations 
continue to be m ade to m e of th e injurious effect 
upon A m erican artists studying abroad and 
hav in g free access to th e art collections o f for­ 
eign countries, of m aintaining a discrim inative 
duty against the introduction oi the w orks of 
th eir brother artists of other countries: and I 
am induced to repeat my recom m endation lor 
the abolition of th at tax. 


BETTER PAY FOR CONSULS. 
P ursuant to a provision of the Diplom atic and 
C onsular A ppropriation Act approved July 1, 
1886, the estim ates subm itted by th e Secretary of 
State for the m aintenance of the C onsular serv­ 
ice have been recast on the basis of salaries 
for all officers to w hom such allow ance is 
deem ed advisable. A dvantage has been taken 
o f this to redistribute the salaries o f officers now 
appropriated in accordance w ith the work per­ 
form ed, th e im portance of the representative 
duties o f the incum bent, and th e cost of living 
at each Dost. The last consideration has been 
too often lost sight of iu th e allow ances hereto­ 
fore m ade. The com pensation w hich m ay suf­ 
fice for the decent m aintenance o f a w orthy and 
capable officer iu a p etition o f onerous and rep ­ 
resentative trust at a post readily accessible and 
w here the necessaries of life are abundant and 
cheap, m ay prove an inadequate pittance in 
distunt lands w here th e better part of a year s 
pay is consum ed in reaching the post of 
duty, and w here thc comforts o f ordinary 
civilized existence can only be obtained w ith 
difficulty aud at exorbitant cost. 
1 trust th at in 
considering th e subm itted schedules no m is­ 
taken theory of econom y will perpetuate a sys­ 
tem w hich'in th e past h as virtually closed to 
deserving talen t m any offices w here capacity 
and attainm ents of a higher order are indispen­ 
sable, and in not a few instances has brought 
discredit on our national character, and entailed 
em barrassm ent and even suffering on those de­ 
puted 
to uphold our dignity and interests 
abroad.

In the absence of such reliab e in­ 
form ation, efficiency can scarcely he rew arded 
or its opposite be corrected. Increasing com pe­ 
titio n in trade has directed a ’tention to the 
value of the Consular reports printed by the 
D epartm ent of State, aud ttie efforts of th e Gov­ 
ernm ent to extend the privtical usefulness of 
these reports have created a w ider dem and tor 
them at hom e and a spi it o f em ulation abroad. 
C onstituting a record of th e changes occurring 
iu trade aud o f th e progress of th e'arts and in­ 
vention in foreihn countries, they are m uch 
sought for by all interested iu the subjects w hich 
they em brace. 


THE COUNTRY’S FINANCES. 
The report ol th e Secretary of the Treasury 
exhibits in detail the condition of the public 
flu anees and of th e several branches ol the 
G overnm ent related to bis departm ent. 
I es­ 
pecially direc the attention of Congress to the 
rccom m cndjition aud conditions contained in 


m ies in its collection, is now m ore than ever in 
excess o f public necessities. The application of 
th e surplus to the paym ent of such ¡>ortio!i of 
the public debt as is now, at our notion, subject 
to extinguishm ent, ifcoutiuucd at th e rate w hich 
h as lately prevailed, would retire th a t class 
of indebtedness w ithin less th an one year troin 
this date*. 
Thus a continuance of our present 
revenue would soon result in th e receipt of an 
anim al incom e m uch greater th an r.ecessary to 
m eet Governm ent expense*, and w ith no’ in ­ 
debtedness upon w hich it could be applied. We 
should theii be confronted w ith a vast quantity 
of m oney, th e circulating m edium of the peo­ 
ple, hoarded in the Treasury w hen it should be 
in th eir hand#, or we should be d raw n into 
w asteful public extravagance w ith all the cor­ 
rupting national dem oralization w hich follows 
in Its train. 
But it is not the sim ple existence 
of th is surplus and its threatened atten d an t 
evils w hich furnish the strongest argum ent 
against our present scale of Federal taxatiou. 
Its worst phase is the exaction ol such a surplus 
through a perversion of the relations betw een 
th e people and their G overnm ent—a dangerous 
d eparture from the rules w hich lim it the right 
o f F ederal taxation. 
Good governm ent, of 
w hich ever}’ A m erican citizen boasts, has for its 
object the protection of every person w ithin 
its tiorders, w ith the greatest liberty consistent 
w ith th e 
gtXHl 
o f the 
country, and 
his 
perfect 
security in the 
enjoym ent of his 
earnings, w ith the least possible dim inution tor 
public needs. 
When more of th e people’s sus­ 
tenance is exacted through th e form of tuxation 
th a n iajfcecessury to m eet th e just obligations of 
th e G otorum ent and th e expense of it* econom ­ 
ical adm ini-tration, such action becom es ru th ­ 
less extortion and h violation of the funda- 
m en 'al principles ot free governm ent. The in­ 
direct m anner in w hich those exactions are 
m ade ha* a tendency to conceal th eir true c h ar­ 
acter and extent, but we have arrived at a s ago 
of superfluous revenue w hich has aroused the 
people to a realization of th e fact th at the 
am ount raised professedly for the support of the 
G overnm ent is paid by th o u as absolutely. If 
added to th e price c f th e things w hich supply 
th eir daily w ants, as if it was paid at fixed 
periods into the bauds of the tax-gatherer. 
Those w ho toil for daily wages are beginning to 
understand th a t capital, though som etim es 
vaunting its im portance and clam oring for the 
protection and favor or the Governm ent, is dull 
an d sluggish till, touched by th e m agic hand of 
labor, it springs into activity, rurnishing au oc­ 
casion fiir Federal taxation and gaining the 
Value w hich enables it to bear its burden: and 
th e laboring m an is thoughtfully inquiring 
w hether, u n d er these circum stances, and con­ 
sidering the tribute he com tantiv pays into the 
Dublic treasury as he supplies his daily wants, 
he receives his fair share or advantages. 
T here is also a suspicion abroad th at tlie sur­ 
plus o f o u r revenues indicate ahuoinnd and ex ­ 
ceptional business profits, w hich, u nder th e lys- 
tem w hich product* such surplus, increase w ith­ 
out corresponding benefit to the peop e at large. 
The vast acuum ulations of a few am our our 
citizens, whose fortunes, rivaling th e w ealth of 
th e most favored iu an ti dem ocratic nations, are 
not the natu ral grow th of a steady, plain, in ­ 
dustrious republic. O ur fa-m ers, too, aud those 
engaged, directly an d indirectly, in supplying 
th e products of agriculture, see th at, day by 
day, and as often as the daily w ants of th eir 
households recur, they are forced to pay exces­ 
sive and needless taxatiou. w hile th eir products 
struggle in foreign m arkets w ith th e com peti­ 
tion o f nations w hich, by allow ing a freer ex ­ 
change of productions than we perm it, enable 
th eir people to seil for prices w hich distress the 
A m erican farm er. 
As every patriotic citizen re ­ 
joices in the constantly increasing pride o f our 
people iu Am erican citizenship au<i in the glory 
of our national achievem ents and progress, a 
sentim ent prevails th at th e leading-strings use­ 
ful to a nation in its infancy m ay w ell, to a 
great extent, be discarded in the present stage 


an idle surplus in the public Treasury, and all 
th e people know th a t the average rate o f Fed­ 
eral taxation upon im ports is to-day, in tim e of 
peace, but little less, w hile upon some articles 
of necessary consum ption it is actually m ore 
th an was imposed by th e grievous burden w ill­ 
ingly borne at a tim e when the G overnm ent 
needed m illions to m aintain by w ar th e safety 
und integrity of the United States. It has beeii 
th e policy of theG overum ent to collect th e p rin ­ 
cipal part of its revenues by a tax upon im ports, 
and no change in th is policy is desirable ; but 
the present condition of affairs constrains our 
peop’e to dem and th a t by a revision of our reve­ 
. n u e laws th e receipts of th e Governm ent shall 
1 be reduced 
to th e 
necessary 
expense of 
its 
econom ical 
adm inistration, 
an d 
this 
dem and shall be recognized ana obeyed by 
the people’s representatives in th e legislative 
branch of th e G overnm ent. 
In readjusting the 
burdens of Federal taxation, a sound public 
policy requires th at such of our citizens as have 
U nit up large and im portant industries under 
present conditions should not be suddenly, and 
to th eir injury, deprived c f the advantages to 
w hich they have adapted th eir business; but if 
the public good requires it, they should be con­ 
ten t with such consideration as shall deal fairly 
and cautiously w ith th eir interests, while th e 
lust dem aud of th e people for relief from need­ 
less taxation is honestly answ ered. A reason­ 
able and tim ely submission to such a dem and 
should certainly be possible w ithout disastrous 
shock to any interest, and a cheerful concession 
som etim es averts abrupt and needless action 
often the outgrow th of im pa'ience and delayed 
justice. Due regard should be also accorded, iu 
any proposed readjustm ent, to the interests of 
A m erican labor, so far as they are involved. 
We congriltiilate ourselves th a t there is am ong 
us no laboring class fixed w ithin unyielding 
bounds and doom ed, under all conditions to the 
inexorable fate of daily toil. We recognize in 
labor a chief factor in th e w ealth o f the re­ 
public, aud we treat those 
who have it 
in th eir keeping as citizens entitled to the most 
careful regard and thoughtful attention. This 
regard and attention should lie aw arded them 
no t only because labor is the capital of our 
w orking m an, and justly entitled to its share of 
Governm ent favor, but for th e fu rth er and not 
less im portant reason th at th e laboring m au, 
surrounded by his family in his hum ble hom e, 
as a consum er is vitally interested in all th at 
cheapens the cost o f living and enables him to 
bring w ithin his dom estic circle additional com ­ 
forts and advantages. This relation of th e w ork­ 
ingm an to the revenue laws of the country 
and the m anner in w hich it palpably influences 
the question of wages, should not be forgotten 
in the justifiable prom inence given to a proper 
m aintenance of the supnly and the protection 
of well-paid labor; aud these considerations 
suggest such an arrangem ent of G overnm ent 
reveno» s as shall reduce th e expense of living, 
w hile it does not curtail the opportunity for 
work nor reduce the com pensation of Am erican 
labor and injurious affect its condition and the 
dignified place it hold in the estim ation of our 
people.

THE CITBÜ8 FAIR. 


All along the line the highest interest is 
being manifested in the Citrus Fair, to 
open in this city next week. 
We do not 
recall any similar project that has had 
such unanimous commendation from the 
press. The counties of Central and north­ 
ern California will, from the present out­ 
look, make an exhibit of the utmost value 
to the State. 
It will demonstrate the 
claims of the whole region, and ought to 
put at rest forever the ]>ersisteiit misrepre­ 
sentations that have been made. 
There 
should be only generous, manly rivalry be­ 
tween northern and southern California, 
not antagonism, not misrepresentation on 
one hand or the other, for out of such 
contention both must take harm. The .San 
Francisco Alta of yesterday declares that 
the fact that the fair is held in December 
to show ripening citrus fruits, far in ad­ 
vance of the season in southern California, 
is very suggestive of the value of the Cali­ 
fornia citrus belt. 
“The ripening begins 
in the north and goes south, the reverse of 
the rule by which wheat comes into the 
harvest. 
Its effect will be to hold the 
market of the country with California 
oranges from early Decemlier unfit late in 
the spring.” 


A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


The Alta makes this suggestion, which 
it is not yet too late to act upon: “ Since 
the wonderful show made last year, a 
great many citrus orchards have been 
planted. 
1 he fair offers an opiMirtunity 
to report their condition, and upon that 
depends a great deal of planting that has 
waited for demonstration. 
We firmly be­ 
lieve that within ten years Central and 
northern California oranges will go to 
market by hundreds of carloads, and this 
country will be rendered practically in­ 
dependent ot the European crop.” 
If the interior press will this week give 
publicity to the desire that reports lie sent 
in of the condition of orange orchards not 
yet in bearing, the new plants, the Kecord- 
U s i g n will see that they are given the 
widest publicity by reproduction in these 
columns and in our special editions. Such 
reports will be ot value to all growers, for 
they will of course recite any obstacles 
encountered, or new knowledge gained by 
experience in the culture of citrus fruits 
in the varying climatic belts of our region. 


THE TAX VOTED. 


The people of this city have justified the 
reputation of Sacramento as a liberal com­ 
munity, awake to its own best interests ; 
they have by a decisive and flattering vote 
•advised the City Trustees to aid the immi­ 
gration work from public funds to the ex­ 
tent of a special tax indicated. This gives 
renewed assurance that the good work will 
go on and be vigorously prosecuted.

T h e French are likely to regret the 
overthrow of the Ministry. Certainly no 
more unpropitious time could have been 
chosen in which to rebuke the Govern­ 
ment. 
With Germany showing its teeth 
and breathing tsar threatenings, it is de­ 
moralizing to public confidence to have 
the legislative and ministerial departments 
at swords’ points. 
It was upon no impor­ 
tant measure that the rebuke was voted ;

If he makes the issue 
a t this time all the probabilities are that 
the people will sustain him, for the hour 
is too ill chosen to reconstruct a Cabinet 
that will be no more able to command the 
resjiect of the factions of the houses than 
that of De Frevcinet.

A DISASTROUS DOOM. 


lore l‘eo- 
Blore Brokers Swamped, and 
pie Ruined. 
San F rancisco, December Oth.—This was 
another eventful day in stock circles. So 
many rumors were flying about early in 
the day regarding the standing of promi­ 
nent brokerage firms, and matters were in 
such an excited condition that no session 
of the stock boards were held. Leading 
brokers declined to receive orders, and all 
was tnrmoil and confusion. 
During the forenoon it was announced 
that 
whole 
ranks 
of 
brokers 
were 
going down before the booming cyclone. 
Out 
of 
the 
rumors 
and 
statements 
that were flying about, it was finally ascer­ 
tained that Dinsmore & Co., Fred. F. 
Franks & Co.,-Edward P. Gray and C. E. 
Anderson had failed, some of them for 
from $100,000 to $150,000. 
“ HEADS, I WIN—TAILS, YOU LOSE.” 
Dinsmore & Co. ran what is known as a 
“ bucket shop.” 
This system of so-called 
brokerage is susceptible’of the most bare­ 
. aced swindling. It is the custom of bucket- 
shop proprietors to pocket the sums of 
money deposited with them for the pur­ 
chase of stocks at the prevailing prices and 
take their chances of getting in the stock 
at lesser figures for delivery. Of course, 
on a rising market, like the present one, it 
would take a large fortune to stand the 
pressure on the firm ; and as most of the 
bucket shopsare run without capital, their 
customers have everything to lose and little 
to gain. 
THE SCENE3 ON THE STREET 
In front of the offices of the bursted 
brokers to-day were heart-rending. 
Many 
of the losers were women who had lost 
every cent they could scrape together from 
their earnings, savings and sacrifices of 
property; and as they cannot take such 
experiences as philosophically as men, 
their despair was painful to witness. Some 
cried and rung their hands in anguish, 
while others heaped imprecations loud 
and long upon the beads of those in whose 
hands they had intrusted their means. No 
such scenes were ever witnessed about the 
stock circles in this city—not even during 
the great bonanza excitement of ten years 
ago. 
‘ 
WHAT A DAY MAY BRING FORTH. 
Where and how it will all end it is diffi­ 
cult now to foresee. That numerous other 
failures must result from the present un­ 
warranted boom and craze, there can be 
little doubt, and the list of ready-made 
paupers will be swelled considerably ere 
many days. 


THE STAGE ROBBERS. 


Descriptions of the Men who Robbed the 
Oroville Stage. 


O r o v il l e , December 6th.—[Special.]— 
Following are the descriptions of the two 
men who on Saturday last robbed the Oro­ 
ville and Quincy stage near,Bidwell’s Bar : 
One is an American 5 feet 9 inches tall, of 
stout Guild, square shoulders, and weight 
about 170 pounds. 
He has brown hair and 
mustache, und is about 25 years of age. He 
was disguised at the time with a mask 
made of slate-colored canvas, fitted tightly 
to his head and shoulders, with eye-holes 
bound with braid. 
He wore blue overalls 
and new rubber overshoes over bis boots. 
The other is a young man 5 feet 7 inches 
in hight, of medium build, dark hair, and 
eyes showing considerable white. He wore 
a dark mustache, has a large nose, white 
teeth, and looks like a Jew or Frenchman. 
He wore a short, navy-blue" coat, brown 
vest and dark pants with white stripe, 
greenish-gray plaited woolen shirt with 
bright brass buttons. His hands and com­ 
plexion are dark. He is an American. 
Both were armed with shotguns, one a 
breech and the other a muzzle-loader, and 
revolvers. They broke the lock of the box 
with a new chisel and new hammer. They 
sent their regards to detective Hume by the 
stage-driver. 
They are supposed to be the 
same men who robbed a car near Marys­ 
ville. Heard of them last at Kentucky 
Ranch, six miles from Iloncut, yesterday 
morning, where they had breaklast. They 
are supposed to have gone south from there. 
Officers are still in pursuit. 
We did not 
receive an authentic description or infor­ 
mation of the loss till this morning. 
It has just been learned that Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s loss is one gold bar, valued 
at $955, from Spanish 
Ranch, Plumas 
county. The rewards offered for the ap­ 
prehension of the robbers are : 
By Wells, 
Fargo * Co., $500; by the State, $300; and, 
as the United States mail was robbed, $200 
from the Government, making in all $800. 


PAST AND PRESENT. 


Santa linchara’» Grant! Centennial Cele­ 
bration. 
Santa Barbara. December 6th.—This 
has been a gala day for Santa Barbara—the 
second day of the celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of the founding of the place. 
The chief feature of to-day’s celcbratiou 
was the procession, which surpassed in 
picturesque grandeur anything of the kind 
ever witnessed on this coast. Some 4,000 
people were in line, while nearly 10,000 
spectators witnessed the dispiay. The pro­ 
cession was headed by a band of horsemen 
uniformed and armed similar to the Span­ 
ish cavalry of a century ago. Following 
these were carts such as were used in this 
valley in early times, loaded with rude 
wooden plows and other implements used 
by the natives, and drawn by oxen. There 
were in the procession a number of In­ 
dians, while many of the participants were 
dressed in Spanish costumes prevalent in 
olden times. The procession represented 
different stages of progress during the past 
century, and the improvement of agricult­ 
ural 
and 
mechanical implements, and 
presented an impressive scene. The pro­ 
cession halted at the old Mission chapel, 
where appropriate 
religious ceremonies 
took place under the direction of Very 
Rev. J. Adam, Vicar-General, assisted by a 
large number of priests. The day’s demon­ 
strations closed with a grand concert at the 
pavilion this evening, which was attended 
by several thousaud people.

An Extradition Case. 
W ashington. December 6tli.—A decision 
was rendered to-day by the Supreme Court 
in an important extradition case—that of 
Frederick M. Kerr against the people of 
the State of Illinois, brought here by writ 
of error from the Supreme Court of that 
State in 1883. 
Kerr, who was a clerk in 
the employ of Preston, Jean Sc Co., of 
Chicago, embezzled a large sum of money 
belonging to that firm and fled to Peru. 
An officer went after him. and brought him 
to California, where a requisition was is­ 
sued for his arrest in favor’ of the Illinois 
authorities. 
Kerr was tried and convicted 
of larceny and embezzlement, and con­ 
tested the legality of the proceedings, 
claiming that he could not legally have 
been extradited from Peru. The decision 
explains at length the untenability of his 
challenge, and holds that, under the cir­ 
cumstances, his arrest and trial was proper.

OPENING DAY. 


-Senator 
Congress Ready for 
Uuslnesi 
William» Sworn In. 
■Washington, December 6th.—Congress 
reassembled this morning, with an un­ 
usually large number of Members in at­ 
tendance. 
All the California delegation, 
except Henley, were in their seats. 
The 
usual amount of handshaking, congratula­ 
tions and condolences were indulged in. 
The desks of a score or more members were 
adorned with 
bouquets and handsome 
floral ornaments. On the floor were seen, 
prior to the meeting, the same old crowd of 
lobbyists—claim agents and other hangers- 
on of legislation Jhat haunt the Capitol at 
every session of Congress. 
The galleries in the Senate were crowded 
with spectators, among them being mem­ 
bers of foreign nations, officers of the army 
and navy, and wives and relatives of repre­ 
sentatives. 
Senator W illiams took the 
oath of office immediately after prayer in 
the Senate. His credentials were presented 
by Senator Stanford, who escorted him to 
the Vice-President’s desk, where .Senator 
Sherman administered the oath. 
SENATE BUSINESS. 
In his prayer, the Chaplain, Rev. J. G. 
Butler, feelingly alluded to the mourning 
draperies with which the chamber was 
hung in memory of the late'Senator Pike, 
of New Hampshire. 
Presiding officer Sherman laid before 
the Senate several of the annual reports of 
the heads of departments, which were or­ 
dered printed. 
Resolutions were adopted fixing the daily- 
hour for meeting at noon, informing the 
House that the Senate was ready to proceed 
to business, and for the appointment of a 
committee to wait upon the President for a 
like purpose. 
Messrs. Edmunds and Saulsbury were ap­ 
pointed such committee. 
Recess was extended to 2 o'clock, at which 
hour Edmunds reported that the joint com­ 
mittee ol the two houses had waited on the 
President and that the President had asked 
the committee to congratulate the Senate 
and House on their safe return to the Capi­ 
tal and to say that he would communicate 
in writing immediately. ThereupoiT the 
message was received and the reading was 
begun by Secretary McCook. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
At precisely 12 o’clock Speaker Carlisle 
tapped the House to order, and the Chaplain 
delivered a prayer, in which he feelingly 
referred to the deaths of Representatives 
Keath and Arnot. 
Messrs. Reagan. Breckinridge of Ken­ 
tucky and Reed were appointed a commit­ 
tee to wait upon the President at:d inform 
him that Congress was ready to receive any 
communication he might desire to make. 
S. S. Cox was sworn in as a member to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Joseph Pulitzer. 
At 12:40 a recess of thirty minutes was 
taken, and then a further recess until 2 
o’clock. 
On 
reassembling 
the 
committee ap­ 
pointed to wait upon-the President an­ 
nounced that the President would commu­ 
nicate in writing with Congress forthwith. 
Pruden, the President’s assistant secretary, 
then announced and 
presented to the 
House the President’s annual message. It 
was immediately read by the Clerk. 
The document was listened to with much 
attention until that portion which dis­ 
cusses the tariff question had been read, 
when interest slackened and the remainder 
of the message found few listeners. The 
document was then ordered printed and 
referred to the Committee of the Whole. 
Mr. Hewitt, of New York, announced to 
the House the death of the late Congress­ 
men from New York, Lewis Beach and 
John Arnot. Jr., and a similar duty was 
performed by Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, 
who announced the death of his colleague. 
W. P. Price. 
A conimHteq consisting of 
Messrs. Guenther, Morrill, Frederick, Tau!- 
bee, Osbourne, Iludd and Lafollette, was 
appointed to attend Price's funeral, and 
then, as a mark of respect to the memory 
of deceased, the House adjourned.

W a s h i n g t o n , December 0th.—The Presi­ 
dent’s message and M anning’s report do 
not meet with the approval of the Califor­ 
nia delegation, except as the message favors 
the continuance of the Hawaiian treaty. 
T he recom mendation of the President that 
silver coinage be suspended is contrary to 
the feelings of the great m ajority of his 
party, and the free trade views expressed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury are con­ 
trary to the opinions of the Pacific slope 
Representatives and Senators. There is a 
central feeling of disappointm ent among 
Democrats that the President, in his mes­ 
sage, did not take strong ground on any 
ot the cardinal principles of Democratic 
faith.

a s h i n g t o n . December 
6th.—Senator 
W illiams has cause to be pleased with his 
reception at the Capitol to-day. After he 
had been sworn in he was introduced by 
Senator Stanford to his colleagues, all of 
whom greeted him with great cordiality. 
After m aking a tour of the Senate Cham­ 
ber, lie was accompanied by Representative 
Morrow to the House, and there introduced 
to leading Republican 
and Democratic 
members. The House was in recess at the 
time, awaiting the President’s message, 
nd the people in the crowded galleries had 
their curiosity aroused to discover the 
identity of the stranger who was received 
with so much attention.

T h e W ork o f S p ecu la to rs. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 6th.—Holders of 
trade dollars have the assurances of several 
prom inent Congressmen that an effort will 
be made this winter to pass a bill providing 
for the redemption ol this much-abused 
coin. 
Four or five years ago a concerted 
movement among New York speculators 
depreciated its value and forced it down 
to current rates—from 78 to 85 cents. 
This wa3 owing to two causes—the discov­ 
ery th at the Government m ust redeem this 
coin, because it was absolute, and wortli 
less than its face v alu e; also because cer­ 
tain capitalists determ ined to buy it up for 
si>eculative purposes. 


A g a in st S ilver. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , December 6tb.—The report 
of Secretary ót 
the Treasury M anning 
dwells at length on the apparent change 
Li English sentim ent toward silver coin­ 
age. 
lie declares that continued free coin­ 
age of silver by the United States will 
destroy all power of this nation to promote 
the restoration of silver to its old value in 
the old m onetary order. H e does not think 
that the tim e for any further conference 
with foreign nations oti the silver question 
has arrived. 
He declares that to stop the 
purchase of silver “ is our only choice, our 
duty and our interest,” and recommends 
the unconditional repeal of the Act of Feb­ 
ruary 28. 1878. H e places the surplus tax­ 
ation of the nation at $125,000,000 annually. 
H e recommends the immediate passage of 
the Act placing raw wool upon the free list. 


T h e L ottery C om p an y D ra w s a P rize 
Itse lf. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 6th.—A decis­ 
ion was rendered by the United States Su­ 
preme Court to-day in the tax case of the 
city of New Orleans against the Louisiana 
Lottery CompaDy. This was a suit insti­ 
tuted 6y the Lottery Company for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining an injunction restraining 
the city and Board of Assessors from assess­ 
ing and collecting certain taxes levied by 
them upon it in alleged violation of its 
charter. The Court sustains the injunc­ 
tion. The Act chartering the company re­ 
quires it to pay $40,000 per annum into the 
State school fund, and exempts it from all 
other taxation.

W a s h i n g t o n , December 6th.—The Presi­ 
dent will not fill the vacant judicial offices 
for the Southern District of California for 
several days.

New Yobk, December 6th.—The Times 
says: The Socialists and Anarchists who 
have for several years been inuustriously 
plotting and scheming to gain control (if 


the legitimate Workingmen’s Unions, and 
who have in a great measure succeeded by 
working themselves into the control of 
bodies as delegates from numerous Unions 
and Assemblies whose membership is now 
principally on paper, are now trying to 
dictate to "the workingmen of this city and 
vicinity what they shall and shall not read, 
under penalty of incurring the displeasure 
of their dictators and masters. They have 
gained control of the Central Labor Union 
by voting as a unit on all questions in 
which they were interested.

Please, for the sake of the mother 
whose heart and mind have been nearly 
crazed with grief and distress, let it (mean­ 
ing the judgment of the Court) stay as 
it is.” 
Serious Illness of a W ealthy Benevolent 
Lady. 
N ew York, December 6th.—Miss Catha­ 
rine Lorillard Wolfe, said to be the wealthi­ 
est unmarried lady in the United States, 
has been seriously ill at her residence on 
Madison avenue during the past fortnight.

A Cold-Blooded Murder.

Dalton 
was seated when Goodwin approached with 
drawn pistol and fired at him. The bullet 
struck Dalton in the breast, and as be stag­ 
gered to bis feet he fell to the floor. Good­ 
win fired three more shots at the prostrate 
form, after which he coolly laid his pistol 
on a cigar-stund and walked to the front 
door, where he was arrested. Dalton is 
dead.

P hiladelphia, December 6th.—The crew 
of the schooner Emily Shepard, which was 
wrecked ott' Point Pleasant, N. J., were 
picked up by a passing steamer and brought 
here. 
The President's Illness. 
New York, December 7th—a. m.—A 
Tribune's Washington special says: The 
President's health is still far from satis­ 
factory. 
He was compelled yesterday to 
receive a committee of Congress while 
sitting in an arm chair. 
It is now learned 
that the President has been in bed for 
three days, the swelling of his knee joints 
making standing too painful and walking 
out of the question.

London, December 6th.—The Govern­ 
ment has obtaitred from the law officers of 
the Crown at Dublin opinions to the effect 
that both tenants, Trustees and others con­ 
spiring to defraud landlords of rent due 
are liable to indictment under the common 
law.

T h e C ity T ru stees. 
The City Trustees met in regular session 
yesterday, all the members present. 
J. M. Avery asked for water power to run 
a dynam o for the electric lights in the 
Citrus F air building. The request was 
granted. 
Eliza A. H oyt was granted $50 for the 
use of the block X and Y, Seventh and 
Eighth streets, through which the drainage 
canal runs. 
The Superintendent of City Cemeteries 
reported 44 deaths for November. The sum 
of $358 50 was received for lots, $31 50 of 
which was from New Helvetia. 
T he Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks 
and the City Engineer reported in favor of 
the purchase of the proposed Gaskell pum p 
for $30,000. 
The City Engineer was directed to pre­ 
pare specifications for a sewer in the alley, 
K and L, Eighth and N inth streets. 
The Auditor was directed to give notice 
that the work of improving G street had 
been completed, and the Board would hear 
objections, if any are to be made, on Mon­ 
day next. 
it was stated that when sprinkling con­ 
tracts are advertised for next year it will be 
specified that the work will have to he done 
in the nipht tim e. 
The editor of the Star appeared and asked 
th at the contract for city printing, let at the 
last m eeting of the Board, be rescinded. No 
action was taken. 
T he Board appeared to 
be of the opinion that there were but two 
papers of general circulation in the city, 
and that the Star was not one of the two. 


B o a r d o f S u p e rv iso rs. 
The Board m et yesterday, all the m em ­ 
bers present. 
M inutes of m eetings of No­ 
vem ber 8th and 9th read and approved. A 
claim of W illiam s & B ixler in the sum of 
$1,722 15. against Grand Island District No. 
3, was allowed. 
A com m nnication from J. S 
Lambert, 
relative to the election held for Trustees of 
R eclam ation District No. 3, was read and 
ordered on file. 
T he petition of C. P. Hensley, for the 
form ation of Reclamation District No. 361, 
was continued by consent until this m orn­ 
ing at 10 o’clock. 
On m otion of Mr. Steinm an, a com m uni­ 
cation received from El Dorado county rel­ 
ative to a company of Chinese working the 
Boulder m ine by the hydraulic process, 
was referred to Judge Denson and R. T. 
Devlin, attorneys for the Board. 
The petition of George S. W illiam son for 
the form ation of a new road district, was 
referred to the Road Committee, to report 
a t the January meeting. 
On m otion of Mr. Bates, the Board pro­ 
ceeded to elect a License Collector for the 
next two years. P. F . Dclan was nom i­ 
nated. and there being no other person 
placed in nom ination, he was declared 
elected unanim ously. 
Subsequently Mr. 
Dolan appeared and presented his bond, in 
th e sum of $19,000, which was approved. 


Y e s te rd a y ’s E le c tio n . 
The election for School Directors yester­ 
day, and to gain an expression of sentim ent

THE CHINESE SLATES. 


H o w T h e y a n d th e ” H ig h b in d ers C reated 
an E x citem en t. 
A t 10 o’clock yesterday morning, when 
the case of Gout You, charged with re­ 
straining 
three 
Chinawomen 
of their 
liberty, came up before United States Com­ 
missioner Bugbey, pursuant to continuance, 
the Commissioner announced that, owing 
to the absence of im portant witnesses for 
the prosecution, he would continue the 
m atter until 1 p. m. 
He also expressed the 
belief that the three women who had been 
released from Gbut You's custody, but 
were detained under bond as witnesses 
against her, were being influenced unduly 
by friends of the defendant, and conse­ 
quently he set aside their bonds and 
ordered Deputy United States Marshals 
Colla and 
Brown 
to 
take 
them in 
charge and convey them to some place 
where 
they could 
be 
properly kept 
u n til the hour for their appearance in 
Court. 
This announcem ent created a great 
sensation among the highbinders gathered 
in the hall of the building, on the stairs 
and the sidewalk in front. 
The three 
women, who when first liberated from 
Gout You’s clutches expressed themselves 
anxious to be placed in the Mission at San 
Francisco, showed that their owners had 
found m eans to m ake them change their 
minds, as they were not joyful at the pros­ 
pect of being placed in the custody of the 
officers. 
The latter started with them 
through Seventh street toward K, followed 
by the highbinders and other Celestials, 
each of whom was exercising his vocal 
organs to a tune of his own. A num ber of 
white people gathered to see what the 
trouble was, and at the Golden Eagle Hotel 
com er the Deputy Marshals concluded, 
owing to the crowd, to place their prison­ 
ers in a hack, and thus convey them to 
their destination. The women objected to 
the hack ride, however, and all three began 
to m ake loud and violent exclamations 
against it, while one threw herself down 
on the sidewalk and struggled against being 
put into the vehicle. After they were put 
in, one of them began sm ashing the glass 
of the hack. M eanwhile the he Celestials 
were swarming about the carriage, in an 
attem pt to “ bluff” the officers, and some 
of them tried to climb upon it, but the 
driver used his whip freely, Deputy Marshal 
Colla drew his pistol, and the horses mov­ 
ing off rapidly, the Chinamen, though they 
followed a short distance on foot, soon gave 
up the chase. At 1 p. m. Commissioner 
Bugbey announced that, owing to the 
trouble the Deputy M arshals had been put 
to in the forenoon, they had not had time 
to hunt up the missing witnesses, and he 
would continue the case until 19 o’clock 
this morning. 
It is understood that one of 
the Chinam en who swore to the com­ 
plaint against 
Gout You 
got 
fright­ 
ened because of the threats made against 
him 
by her 
friends and left town, 
but the Commissioner managed to decoy 
him back to the city from San Francisco, 
and he has since then been locked up for 
contem pt of Court. The other complaining 
witness appears to have absented himself 
more successfully. The Chinese are very 
indignant because of Commissioner Bug- 
bey’s conduct in removing women from 
the control of their masters, and declare 
that he keeps “ one big kidnap shop.” 
They either do not or will not understand 
that under the law a Chinawoman is as 
free as a Chinam an, and they continue to 
assert that Mr. Bugbey is only stealing the 
women from one person to sell to another. 
The three women referred to above have 
probably been so badly frightened that it is 
doubtful whether, when the Commissioner 
tells them they may go w ith whoever they 
like, they will not return immediately to 
Gout You’s den. It lias been reported to 
Mr. Bugbey that when the Chinam en saw 
yesterday that the women were to be put 
into a carriage, they called out to them, 
threatening death if they did not struggle 
against being put in the vehicle, and also 
ordered them to lie down on the sidewalk 
and scream. After they were in the hack, 
a highbinder ordered, *■ Take off your shoe 
and break the glass!” and the glass was 
broken. 


HAGGIN’S 
HORSES.

T h e G re a t T u r fm a u T h in k s o f H a v in g 
P u b lic S ales. 
A dispatch from New York, dated De­ 
cember 6th, says : We are in a position to 
state that J. B. Ilaggin is about to enter the 
list of public breeders. H e m ay hold his 
first sale of yearlings next season. H e 
thinks of holding a sale in Kentucky dur­ 
ing the week of other great sales in May, 
but this is not settled. H e would prefer 
selling them in New York, only that to do 
so would necessitate their being offered a 
m onth later, when he fears buyers would 
be filled up w ith such yearlings as they 
would care to buy. 
Even the sale itself is 
not yet determined upon, as he may prefer 
to wait until 1888, when he will have a 
large num ber to offer. It must not be in- 
feried from this that Haggin contemplates 
retirem ent front the active career of a 
turfm an. 
He considers that the celeb­ 
rity 
of 
his 
stud 
would 
be 
bet­ 
ter m aintained by m aintaining a rac­ 
ing 
stable. 
He 
will 
probably keep 
ten or a dozen in training. 
It is not un­ 
likely that he ntav try another English in­ 
vasion, while it is well known he would 
like to race a little in Australia, if it were 
not for the fact that there horses date their 
age from August 1st instead of January 1st, 
as here. 
But nearly all he breeds he in­ 
tends offering to the public. 
"Y ou m ust 
not th in k ,” said Haggin, some time since, 
“ that we are going to corral all the stakes, 
or get up a corner in race horses, as I find 
some imagine. 
W e are going to breed for 
the public.” 
Haggin is a firm believer in 
the superiority of California as a stock- 
raising country, and believes the public 
will soon perceive the necessity of buying 
California-bred colts with their superior 
m aturity, now that two-year-old racing is 
so p o p u l a r .

BRIEF NOTES.

SPEAKER PARKS. 


An Interesting V iew o f the P resent 
P o litica l Situation as H e R e­ 
gard s the Daw and F acts. 


M a r y s v i l l e , D ecem bers, 1886. 
E ds. R ecoed-U nion : l a m in receipt of 
a num ber of letters asking how it would 
be possible to get a quorum of the Senate 
if the Senators from the odd districts hold 
over. In answer, I will say, from my 
standpoint: There are eighteen hold-over 
Senators; 
there have been five legally 
elected, m aking twenty-three 
Senators. 
Genral Carey having received a Federal 
appointm ent, will not, in all probability, 
take his seat, and there is no authority to 
force a person to accept an office although 
elected. 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. M ahler are 
members of the Senate. They have taken an 
oath to discharge their duties as such. They 
can be compelled to meet with the Senate 
by a call of that body. If they fail to obey 
they will be in contem pt and liable to pun­ 
ishm ent or to dee the State, as the Demo­ 
crats did in Ohio last winter. 
The mere 
fact that Mr. Johnson and Mr. M ahler have 
been elected to other offices does not release 
them from their obligations to serve as 
Senators. If there is any reason why Mr. 
Johnson cannot fill the Attorney-General's 
office While serving as Senator, then his 
election to that office is void, and General 
M arshall continues to beAttorwey General. 
As to Mr. Mahler, he is a m em ber of the 
Senate and the seat in the Assembly will 
be vacant. 
If the Democratic Senators should decide 
to defy the Senate, it would leave that body 
w ithout a quorum , and all business would 
be blocked, except the election of United 
States Senator. 
The inauguration of Gov­ 
ernor would have to be postponed until a 
quorum could be had. The m inority of the 
Senate can pass upon the election and the 
qualifications of Senators, and it would be 
their duty to do so, adm itting those legally 
elected, and declaring the seats vacant of 
those illegally elected. 
The Senate, being 
already an organized body, as soon as the 
House should organize 
by electing 
a 
Speaker, the Legislature would be ready for 
business. 
The Assembly would have 80 
members elected, if Mr. M ahler is counted. 
If he was called to the Senate, as he should 
be, it would leave 79 m em bers; 
and the 
Senate would have 23 members, including 
General Carey, and leaving 22, if he failed 
to take his seat, thus m aking a quorum in 
each body. 
By the following United States statute 
it will be seen that it is not in the power of 
the m inority to deteat the election of 
U nited States Senator, provided there is a 
m ajority of all the members elected in both 
houses that are willing to go into joint 
Convention. 
It w ill be noticed by this 
statute that if either house fails to comply 
with the law, it then becomes the duty of 
the members of the two houses to meet in 
joint Convention—not the two houses, but 
the members of the two houses. And if any 
person receives the votes of a m ajority of all 
the members elected to both houses, he shall 
be declared elected. Or, in other words, 
anyone receiving 51 votes in jo in t Conven­ 
tion would be duly elected. It follows that 
the Democrats would have no power, even 
if they absented themselves, to defeat the 
election of a U nited States Senator. The 
Republicans would have 41 votes in the 
Assembly and 16 in the Senate, m aking 57 
votes, or more than the requisite num ber. 
The statute above referred to reads as 
follows : 
Sections 14 am] 15 o f T itle II. C hapter I. Re­ 
vised S tatutes United States—An Act to regulate 
the tim e and m anner of holding elections for 
Senators in Congress, approved J uly 23, lst;G. 
Section 14. The Legislature of each 
State, 
w hich is chosen n ex t preceding th e expiration 
of the tim e for w hich any Senator was elected 
to represent such State in Congress, shall, on the 
second Tuesday after the m eeting and organiza­ 
tion thereof, proceed to elect a Senator in Con­ 
gress. 
Section 15. Such election shall be conducted 
in th e following m anner: 
Each House shall 
openly, by a viva rece vote of each m em ber 
present, nam e one jierson for Senator in Con­ 
gress from such State, and the nam e of th* per­ 
son so voted for, w ho receives a m ajority of the 
w hole num ber o f votes in each House, shall be 
entered on the Journal of th a t House by the 
Clerk or Secretary thereof; or it eith er House 
fuils to give such m ajority to any person on th at 
day, th e fact shall be entered on the Journal. 
At 12 o'clock, m eridian, of the day following 
th a t on w hich proceedings are required to take 
place as aforesaid, th e m em bers of th e two 
Houses shall convene in Joint Assembly, and 
the Jo u rn al of each House shall th en be read, 
an d if the sam e person has received a m ajority 
of all the votes in each House, he shall be de­ 
clared duly elected Senator. But if tb e same 
person has not received a m ajority of the votes 
in each House, or if eith er House has failed to 
take proceedings as required by this section, 
tb e JoinC Assembly shall then proceed to chose 
by a t iro race vote of each m em ber present, a 
poison for Senator, an d th e person who receives 
a m ajority oi all the votes of th e Jo in t Assem­ 
bly, a m ajority of all the m em bers elected to 
botli Houses being present an d voting, shall te 
declared duly elected, 
if no person receives 
such m ajority on the first day, the Joint Assem­ 
bly shall m eet at 12 o'clock, m eridian, of each 
succeeding day during the session of the Legis­ 
latu re, and .mil tak e a t least one vote u n til a 
Senator is elected. 
I have not noticed that any portion of 
the public press take issue with me on the 
constitutional question, but are inclined to 
think it would be better that the provisions 
of the Constitution should be violated, 
rather than create w hat they are pleased to 
call a “ m uddle.” This appears to me a 
very weak position. The facts are, that a 
strict compliance w ith the Constitution is 
the only way to avoid a " m uddle.” 
1 notice that the Democrats in Indiana 
are not afraid of a “ m uddle.” 
Although 
there has been a Lieutenant Governor 
elected they declare his election void, on 
the ground that there was no vacancy. 
W hy are the Republicans of this State so 
rcry cautious i 
W hy is it that the press of 
the State do not take this question up and 
discuss it, as they are doing in Indiana? 
It is tim e the press should take a position 
on this question. 
It is going to come up 
on tbe m eeting of the Legisiature. 
If it 
does not then, it will be sure to in the 
United States Senate, when tbe Senator- 
elect shall present his certificate of election 
to that body. 
Let us have a tree and full 
discussion of the question.

I have seen uo reason to change the views ex­ 
pressed in my last annual message on the sub­ 
ject of this com pulsory coinage, and 1 again 
urge its suspension on all the grounds contained 
in mv form er recom m endation, re-enforced by 
the significant increase of our g o'd exportatious 
during the last year. It appears 1>3' th e com par­ 
ative statem ent, herew ith presented, and for the 
fun her reasous th a t the more this currency is 
distributed am ong the people th e greatei be­ 
comes our duty to protect it from disaster, th at 
wc now have abundance for all our needs and 
th at there seems to be but little propriety iu 
building vaults to store such currency w hen the 
only pretense for its coinage is the necessity for 
its úse by the people as a circulating m edium . 
NEEDED REVENUE LAW AM EN DM ENTS. 
The great num ber of suits now pending in the 
U nited States Courts for the Southern D istrict of 
New Y. rk, grow ing out of the collection of the 
custom s revenue Mt the port of New lo r k , and 
th e num ber of such suits th at are alm ost daily 
instituted, are certainly w orthy the attention of 
Congress. The legal controversies, w hich are 
based on conflicting views by im porters and the 
Collector as to the interpretation of our present 
com plex and indefinite revenue laws, m ight be 
largely obviated by an am endm cut of those 
laws. Bur. pending such an am endm ent, the 
present condition of this litigation should be 
relieved 
There are now pending about two 
thousand five hundred of these suits, and more 
th an one thousand one hundred have been 
com m enced w ithin th e past eighteen months, 
and m any of the others have been at issue for 
m ore th an twenty-five years. These delays sub­ 
ject the G overnm ent lo a loss of evidence and 
prevent the preparation necessary to prevent 
unjust and fictitiousclaim s, w hile the constant.y 
accruing interest threatens to double the de­ 
m and involved. 
In the present condition of the 
dockets o f the Courts, well tided w ith private 
suits, and of the force allow ed the District At­ 
torney—no greater than is necessary for the 
ordinary and current business of his office-— 
these revenue litigations cannot be considered. 
In default of the adoption by Congress ol a 
plan for the g eneral reorganization of the Fed­ 
eral Courts, to has been heretofore recom m end­ 
ed, I u r.e th e propriety o f passing a law per­ 
m itting the appointm ent o f an additional hed- 
eral Judge In the district w here these G overn­ 
m ent su its h av e accum ulated, so th at by con­ 
tinued sessions o f th e Courts devoted to the 
trial of there cases, th e y m ay be finally deter 
m ined. 
I U en tirely p la in th at a great saving 
to th e G overnm ent w ould be accom plished by 
such a rein edv, a n d th e suitors w ho have lio n e t 
claim s w o u ld u o t be d e n ie d justice through de­ 
lay. 
WAR DEPARTMENT STATISTICS. 
The report of the Secretary o f W ar gives a de­ 
tailed a< 
'int of the adm inistration of his de­ 
partm ent, and contains sundry recom m enda­ 
tions for the im provem ent of th e service w hich 
I fully approve. 
The arm y consists at the data 
of the last consolidated return of 2,103 officers 
and 24,946 enlisted m en. 
T he expenses of the 
departm ent for th e last fiscal year were $36,990,- 
í*i:; 28, including $6,291,315 13 lor public works 
and river au d harbor im provem ents. I especial­ 
ly direct the attention of Congress to the recom ­ 
m endation th a t officers be required to subm it to 
au exam ination as a prelim inary to th eir pro­ 
m otion. 
I see no objection but niany ad v an ­ 
tages in adoptlug th is m ature, w hich has oper­ 
ated so beneficial in our Navy D epaitm ent as 
w ell as in some branches o f the arm y. 
The subject of coast defenses and fortifica­ 
tions has been fully and carefully treated by the 
Board of Fortifications, whose rcnort was sub­ 
m itted at the last session of Congress ; but no 
construction work oí the kind recom m ended by 
th e Board has been possible during the last year 
from th e lack of appropriations for such pur­ 
pose. 
The defenseless condition of our sea 
coast and lake frontier is perfectly palpable, 
and th e exan illations m ade m ust convince us 
all th at certain of our cities nam ed in the re ­ 
port of the Board should be fortified and that 
w ork on th e m ost im portant of these fortifica­ 
tions should be com m enced at once. The w o.k 
lias been thoroughly considered end laid out. 
the Secretary of W ar reports, bu t all is delayed 
iu default of Congressional action. 
The abso­ 
lute necessity, judged by all s au d an ls of*prud­ 
ence and foresight, of our prepar.it on lor an 
effectual resistance ngainst;annured ships and 
steel guns of m odern construction, w hicn may 
threaten the cities on our coasts, is so apparent 
th a t 1 hope effe live steps will be taken in that 
direction im m ediately. * The valuable and sug 
gestive treatm ent of this .question by the Board 
is earnestly ccwamendtd to the consideration ot 
Congress. 
In Septem ber and October last th e hostile 
A paches who, under the leadership of Gerónimo, 
h ad for eighteen m ouths been on the w arpath, 
a n d during th at tim e h ad com m itted m any m ur­ 
ders and ta e n the cause of constant terror to 
th e settleTs in Arizona, surrendered to General 
Miles, th e m ilitary com m ander, who succeeded 
b etter th an Crook in the m anagem ent aud di­ 
rection of th eir pursuit. U nder th e term s of 
th e ir surrender, as then reported, and in view 
of the understanding w hich these m urderous 
savages seemed to entertain of the assurances 
given them , it was considered best to im prison 
them iu such m anuer as to prevent th eir ever 
engaging in such outrages again, instead of 
trying them tor m urder. .Fort l’iekens having 
been selected as a safe place of confinem ent, ail 
th e adu t m ales were sent th ith er, and will be 
closely guarded as prisoners. 
In the m eantim e 
th e residue of th e band, who, though still re­ 
m aining upon the reservation, w ere regarded as 
unsafe an a were suspected of lum isbm g aid to 
those on the w arpath, had been rem oved to 
F ort Marion. The wom en and larger ch ild .en 
of the hosti.es were also taken there, and a r­ 
rangem ents have been m ade for putting the 
children of proper ago iu Indian schools. 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
The report of tb e Secretary o f the Navy con­ 
tain s u detailed report o f th e condition of his 
departm ent, w ith such a statem ent f the action 
needed to improve the sam e as should challenge 
th e earnest attention of Coueres». The presem 
navy oí th e United states, aside fo n i the ships 
iu course o f const uciton. consists i¡ st <>f four­ 
teen siugle-turivtcd m onitors, none of w hich are 
at th e present tim e iu rervloeab e condition. 
T he batteries o f these ships are obsolete, and 
they eau only be lelied upon as u u x i.tar. ships 
in liaroo: deienses. and th en only after such an 
expenditure upon them as m ight not in; deem ed 
jus iff able. Second—Five fourth-rate vessels of 
sm all tonnage, only one o f w hich was designed 
as a war v**s'*ei, nncl all of w hich tire auxiliary 
m erely. T hird—Twenty sew n «-ruis ng ship-, 
three o f w hich w e built o f in m o f sm a’l onuagc, 
and tw enty-four of wood, o f these wooden ves­ 
sels it is estim a ed by the Onief Or.i-e.ruetor of 
the Navy th at oulv three will be serviceable be­ 
yond a period of six years, at w hich tim e t ui.iy 
be said th at o f the present naval force nothing 
w orthy the nam e w ill rem ain. 
All th e ves.-.cis heretofore ordered con-trusted 
are under co n tracto r n oraiesc of construction, 
except the arm ored sh ip s t Lre torpedo and 
dynam ite boats, aud one cruiser. As to ilie 
last of ihcse, the bids wen* «ti c-a<v>.s ol iho lim ­ 
its fixed by Congress. The production iu the 
U nited S tuns of arm r and gnus of steel is a 
ques.iun w hich i: seems necessary to s ttle at 
nn early day. if the arm ored w ar vesrel.» are to 
4>e com pleted wLh m aterials oi hom e m anufact­ 
ure. This has beau the subje-i of investigation 
bv two special com m ittees uf Congress w ithin 
tñ e la-i three years.

An additional check upon rceelp's, by 
doubling the m easure of w eight in rating scaled 
correspondeuee aud dim inis Ling one-half the 
charge fur newspapers carriage, was im posed 
by legislation w hich took effect w ith th e be­ 
ginning of the past fiscal year. 
W hile the 
constant dem and ot our territorial developm ent 
au d grow iug population íot th e extension aud 
increase of m ail facilities and m achinen* neces­ 
sitated » steady annual advance iu outlays, and 
th e careful estim ate c f a year ago u jo n the 
rates of expenditure then existing contem ­ 
p lated the unavoidable augm entation of «he 
deficiency in the la?t fiscal year by nearly 
S2.OJO.Ooo. the anticipated revenue for tbe la*t 
y e ar failed of realization by $64,000; but prop -r 
m easures o f t conotny have so satisfactorily 
lim ited th e grow th of expenditure th a t th e total 
deficiency iu fact fell below‘ th a t of 1885. and 
a t th is tim e th e increase o f revenue is gaining 
over the increase of cost, *demoustrating the 
sufficiency ot the present rates of postage u lti­ 
m ately to sustain th e service. 
This is th e more 
pleasing because our people enjoy now- both 
ch eap er postages proportionately to distances, 
an d á vaster an d m ore costly service, th an any 
o th er on th e globe. R etrenchm ent has beeu 
effected in thU cost of supplies, the sole expend; 
tures unw arranted by law have ceased and the 
outlays tor m ail carriage have been subjected 
to beneficial scrutiny. At the close of the last 
fiscal year the expense o f transportation on star 
r utes stood to an annual rate of cost less by 
o ver 5560,000 th a n at the close o f th e previous 
year, a n d steam boat and m all m essenger service 
a t nearly 5200,000 less. The service has been iu 
th e m eantim e enlarged and extended by the 
establishm ent of new offices, th e increase ot 
routes of carriage, expansiono* carrie r-deli very 
conveniences and additions to th e railw ay m ail 
facilities, in accordance w ith the grow ing ex i­ 
gencies of the country an d the long established 
policy o f the Governm ent. The Postm aster Gen­ 
eral calls attention to th e existing law for com ­

U nited States 
prisoners are now confined in m ore th an thirty 
different State prisons and penitentiaries, situ­ 
ated iu every p art of the country 
T hey are 
subjected to nearly as m any different m odes o f 
treatm ent and discipline, and are far too m uch 
rem oved from the control aud regulation of the 
Governm ent. So far as they are entitled to h u ­ 
m ane treatm ent and opportunity for im prove­ 
m ent aud reform ation, the G overnm ent is re­ 
sponsible to them and society th a t these things 
are forthcom ing: but this duty can scarcely be 
discharged w ithout m ore absolute control and 
discretion, th an is possible under th e present 
system. 
Many of o u r good citizens have inter­ 
ested them selves w ith th e best beneficial re­ 
sults on th e question of prison reform . The 
General G pvernm ent should be iu a situation, 
since there m ust be United States prisoners, to 
furnish im portant uid in this m ovem ent, and 
should be able to illustrate w hat m ay b e prac­ 
tically done in the direction of this reform , and 
to present an exam ple in the treatm ent and im ­ 
provem ents of its prisoners w orthy of im itation. 
With prisons under its own control, th e G overn­ 
m ent could deal w ith th e som ew hat vexed ques­ 
tion o f convict labor, so far as its convicts were 
concerned according to a plan of its own adop­ 
tion and w ith due regards o f the rights aud in ­ 
terests of our laboring citizens, instead of some­ 
tim es aiding in the operation of a system w hich 
causes am ong them irritation and discontent. 
On the consideration of this subject it m ight be 
thought wise to erect m ore th an one or these 
institutions, located in such places as would 
best subserve the purpose ot convenience and 
econom v in transportation. The considerable 
cost o f m aintaining these convicts as at present 
in State institutions would be saved by the 
adoptiou of the plan proposed, and by em ploy­ 
ing them iu the m anufacturing of such articles 
as were needed for use by the G overnm ent.quite 
a large pecuniary benefit would be realized in 
partial return for the outiay.

THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARV Or THE INTERIOR. 
The re port of the Secretary of the Interior pre­ 
sents a com prehensive sum m ary of th e work of 
the various branches of the public service con­ 
nected w ith his departm ent, aud th e sugges­ 
tions and recom m endations w hich it contains 
for th e im provem ent of the service should 
receive your careful consideration. The exhibit 
m ade of tfce condition of our Indian im puta­ 
tion and the progress of the work for th eir 
enlightenm ent, notw ithstanding the em bar­ 
rassm ents w hich hin d er the better adm inis­ 
tration 
of this 
im poraaut branch of the 
service, is a gratifying and hopeful one. 
The 
iunds appropriated for the In d ian service for 
th e fiscal year ju st passed, w ith the available in ­ 
come from Indian 
land and trust moneys, 
am ounting in all to $7,250,775 12, w ere am ple for 
the service under the conditions and restrictions 
of laws regulating th eir expenditures. There 
rem ained a balance ou hand on June 30,1886, of 
31,860.023 30, oí w hich 31,337,763 21 are perm a­ 
nent funds for fulfillm ent of treaties and other 
like purposes, and th e rem ainder, 3322 255 09, is 
subject to be carried to the surplus fund, as re­ 
quired by taw. The estim ates presented for ap­ 
propriations for the ensuing fiscal year am ounts 
to $5,688,873 64, or 34(2,886 20 less th an those laid 
before Congress last year. The present system 
of agencies, w hile absolutely necessary and 
well adapted for the m anagem ent o f our Indian 
allairs aiul for the ends iu view w hen it was 
adopted, is, in th e present stage of In d ian m an­ 
agem ent, inadequate, standing alone, for the ac­ 
complishment* of an object w hich has become 
pressing iu its im portance, the more rapid tran ­ 
sition from tribal organizations to citizenship of 
such portions of th e Indians as are incapable of 
civilized life. W hen the existing system was 
adopted, the Indian race were outside the lim ­ 
its of organized States and Territories, and 
beyond 
the im m ediate 
reach 
and opera­ 
tion of 
civilization, and all 
efforts were 
m ainly 
directed 
to 
the 
m aintenance 
of 
friendly relations, and the preservation of 
peace and q u iet of the f ontier. 
AJI this 
is now changed. There is no such thing as the 
Indian frontier. 
Civilization, w ith the busy 
hum of industry and the influence of C hristian­ 
ity, surrounds these people at every point. 
None of the tribes are outside of the bounds of 
organized governm ent and society, except th at 
the T erritorial system has not beeu extended 
over th a t portion of th e country know n as In ­ 
dian Territory. 
As a race the Indians are no 
longer hostile, bu t m ay be considered as sub­ 
missive to the control of the G overnm ent, as 
few of them are troublesome. Except th e frag­ 
m ent of several bauds, all are uow gathered 
upon reservations. 
It is no longer possible for 
them to subsist by th e chase and the sponta­ 
neous productions of nature. 
W ith an ab und­ 
ance of land, it furnished w ith the m eans and 
im plem ents for profitable husbandry, th eir life 
of entire dependence upon G overnm ent rations 
from day to day is uo longer defensible. 
T heir 
inclinations, long fostered by a defei tive system 
of control, is to cling to the habits and custom s 
of their ancestors, aud struggle w ith persistence 
against th e change of life w hich th eir altered 
circum stances press u p h them : but b arbarian 
and civilization cannot live together. 
It is im ­ 
possible 
th at 
such 
incongruous conditions 
co-exist on the sam e soil. They are a portion of 
our people, arc under the authority oí our 
Governm ent, 
and

The 
G overnm ent cannot relieve 
itself 
o f 
this 
responsibility u ntil they are so far trained 
and civilizeu as to be abb* wholly tom anage and 
care for them s. Ives. The pain iu w hich they 
should w alk irn w be clearly m arked out for 
them , and they m ust be Jed or guided uutil they- 
are fam iliar w ith the way end com petent to 
assum e the duties and responsibilities o f citi­ 
zenship. The progress ot this great work w;li 
continue only a t the present slow pace Mid at 
great expense, unless the system an d m ethods 
of m anagem ent are im proved to m eet the 
changed conditions and urgent dem ands of the 
service. The agents having general charge and 
supervision, in m any cases, of m ore th an five 
thousand Indians scattered over large reserva­ 
tions, and burdened w ith th e details of account­ 
ability for funds and supplies, have tim e to look 
after the industrial training aud im provem ent 
o f a few Indians only: the m any are neglected 
and rem ain idle and in dependent conditions, 
not favorable for progress ia civilization 
The 
com pensation allowed these agents and th e con­ 
ditions of the serv ce are uot calculated to secure 
The w orkm en who are fitted by ability and skill 
to properly plan and intelligently "direct the 
m ethods ta st adopted to produce the most 
speedy results an d perm anent benefits. Hence 
tne necessity for a supplem ental agency o r sys­ 
tem , directed to the end of prom oting the gen­ 
eral and m ore rapid transition o f tribes from 
habits a nd custom s o f barbarity to the ways of 
civilization. W ith au anxious desire to devise 
some plan of operation by w hich to secure the 
w elfare of the Indians and to relieve the Treas­ 
ury, so far as possible, irom the support of an 
idle 
and 
dependent 
population, I 
recom ­ 
m ended in my previous an n u al message the 
passage of n taw authorizing tbe appointm ent of 
a Commission as an instrum entality auxiliary 
to those already established for th e care ot the 
Indians. It was designed th at this Commission 
should be com postdof six intelligeut and capa­ 
ble persons, three to be detailed from th e arm y, 
having practical ideas upon the subject of the 
treatm ent of Indians and interested iu th eir 
w elfare, and th a t it should be charged, under 
the direction of th e Secretary of the Interior, 
w ith the m anagem ent of such m atters of details 
as cannot, w ith the present organization, be 
properly and successfully conducted, and which 
present’ different phases as the Indians th em ­ 
selves differ in th eir progress, disposition and 
capacity for im provem ent or im m ediate self­ 
support. By th e aid ol such Commission m uch 
unwise aud use ess expenditure ot money, waste 
uf m aterials and unavailing efforts m ight be 
avoided, and it is hoped th at this or some m eas­ 
ure w hich the wisdom of Congress m ay better 
cevise to supply the deficiency of th e present 
system , m ay receive your consideration and the 
appropriate legislation be provided. The tim e 
is ripe ior the w ork of sucn an agencv. There 
is less opposition to the education and training 
| of th e In d ian voutli, as shown by th e increased 
¡ attendance upon the schools, and there is a 
I yielding tendency f» r the individual holding of 
I l&nd^ Developm ent aud advancem ent iu these 
i directions are essential, and should have every 
i encouragem ent. As the rising generation are 
1 taught th e language o f civil zation and are 
j trained iu h abits of industry, they should 
1 assume the duties, privileges and responsibili- 
j ties o f citizenship. No obstacles should hinder 
the location aud settlem ent of any Indian will­ 
! ing to take land in severalty. On th e contrary, 
j the inclination to do so should be ¿em ulated at 
: all tim es by proper expedients. But there is no 
| authority o f law tor m aking allotm ents on some 
1 oí the reservations, and ou others th e al ot- 
m euts provided are so sm all th st th e Indians, 
though ready and desiring to settle down, are 
not w illing to accept such sm all areas w hen 
th eir reservations contain am ple lauds to afford 
them hom estead■« o f sufficient size to m eet th eir 
! present and future need-». The e inequalities 
I of existing special law s and treaties should be 
! corrected and some general legislation on the 
! subject should be provided so th at the more pro- 
• gre -fcive m em bers o f th e different tribes may be 
1 settled upon luanesieads aud by th eir exam ple 
teach otners to follow—breaking aw ay from 
tribal custom s and substituting rhereior the 
love of home, th e interest of the family an d the 
wife. The In d ian ch aracter and nature are 
such th at they arc not easily led while brooding 


enabling tb e office to tu rn into the Treasury,

The num ber of patents granted during the 
last fiscal year, including reissues, trade-m arks, 
designs and labels, was 25,619—a num ber also 
quite largely in excess of th a t o f any preceding 
year. The report of the Commissioner show s 
th e office to be in a prosperous condition and 
constantly increasing in its business. No in­ 
crease of th e force is asked for.

’ T he Secretary of th e In terio r suggests a 
change in th e plan of paym ent for the indebt­ 
edness of the Pacific subsidized roads to the 
Governm ent. 
His suggestion lias th e u n an i­ 
m ous indorsem ent of th e persons selected by 
the G overnm ent to act as Directors of those 
roads, and protect th e interests of th e U nited 
States in th e Board of Directors. 
In consider­ 
ing the ptau proposed, the sole m atters w hich 
should be tak en intc account, in m y opinion, 
are th e situation of th e G overnm ent "as a cred­ 
itor, and th e surest way to secure th e paym ent 
of th e principal and interest of-its debt. By a 
recent decision of th e Suprem e Court of the 
U nited States, it has been adjudged th at the laws

O ther law s have followed, each designed to e n ­ 
courage the acquirem ent and use of land in 
lim ited individual qualities.

m ethods aud u nder changed conditions of com ­ 
m unication au d transportation, have beeu so 
evaded au d violated th at th e ir beneficent pur­ 
pose is threatened w ith entire defeat. The 
m ethods of such evasions and violations are set 
forth in detail in the reports o f th e Secretary of 
th e In terio r an d th e Com m issioner of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office. T he rapid appropriation of 
our public lands w ithout bona fide settlem ents 
or cultivation, and not only w ithout intention 
of residence, hut for the purpose of th eir aggre­ 
gation in large holdings—in m any cases in the 
h ands o f foreigners—invites th e serious aud im* 
m ediate attention of Congress. The energies of 
th e land departm ent ha* o been devoted, during 
the present A dm inistration, to rem edying de­ 
fects and correcting abuses in th e public la n d 
service. 
T he results of these efforts are so 
largely in the n atu re of reform s iu the process 
an d the m ethods o f o u r land system as to pre­ 
vent adequate estim ates, b u t it appears by a 
com pilatiou irom th e reports of the Commis­ 
sioner of the G eneral Land Office th a t the im ­ 
m ediate effect iu leading cases w hich have come 
to a final term ination has been the restoration 
to the mass of public lands of 2,759,000 acres, aud 
2.370,000 acres are em braced in investigations 
now pending before the D epartm ent or the 
Courts. Actiou by Congress has been asked to 
effect the restoration o f2,790,000 acres additional, 
besides w hich 4,000,000 acres have been w ith­ 
held for reservation and th e rights o f entry 
thereon m aintained. I recom m end th e repeal 
of th e Pre-em ption an d Tim ber C ulture Acts 
and th at th e H om estead laws be so am ended as 
to ta tte r secure com pliance w ith, and cultiv a­ 
tion for the period of five years from date of 
entry, w ithout com m utation or provision for 
speculative relinquishm ent. I also recom m end 
th e repeal of the Desert Land taws, unless it 
shall be th e pleasure of Congress to so am end 
these law s as to render them less liable to 
abuse. 
As the ch ief m otive for th e evasion of 
th e laws and th e principal cause o f this result 
iu land distribution is the facility w ith w hich 
transfers are m ade o f tb e right intended to be 
secured to settlers, it m ay be deem ed advisable 
to provide, by legislation, some guards and 
checks upon the alienation of vested rights and 
lands covered thereby u n til the patents issue. 
Last year au E xecutive proclam ation was issued, 
directing the rem oval of fences w hich inclosed 
the public dom ain, an d m any of these have 
been rem oved iu obedience to such order, but 
m uch of the public lan d still rem ains w ithin 
the lines of the unlaw ful fences. T he ingenious 
m ethods resorted to iu order to connive these 
trespasses, and the hardihood o f the pretenses 
by w hich, in some cases, such inclosures are 
justified, are fully detailed in the report of th e 
Secretan' of th e Interior. The rem oval o f the 
fences s"tilk-remaining, w hich inclose public 
lands, w ill be enforced w ith all the authority 
and m eans w ith w hich the Executive branch of 
th e G overnm ent is or sh all be invested by Con­ 
gress for th a t purpose. 


THE PENSION BUREAU. 
The report of th e Com m issioner of Pensions 
gives a detailed and most satisfactory ex h ib it of 
the operations of th e Pension B ureau. D aring 
the last fiscal year the am ount of w ork done was 
the largest in any year since the organization of 
the bureau, an d it has been done at less cost 
th an duriug the previous year iu every division 
On th e 30th day of June, 1886, there were 365,763 
pensioners on the rolls o f the bureau. Since 
1861 there have been 1,018,735 applications for 
pensions filed, of w hich 8 834 w ere based upon 
service in the W ar of 1812. There w ere 621,754 
of these applications allow ed, including 6,172 to 
the soldiers ot 1812 and th eir widows. The total 
am ount paid for pensions since th e W ar of 1812 
is $808.624,811 57. The num ber o f new pensions 
allow ed during th e year ended Ju n e 3u, 1886, is 
40 857 : a larger num ber th an has been allowed 
in any year save one since 1861. The nam es of 
2,229 pensioners w hich had been previously 
dropped from the rolls, w ere restored during the 
year, and after deducting those dropped w ithin 
th e same tim e lor various causes, an increase 
rem ains for the year of 20,658 nam es. 
From 
January 1,1861, to Decem ber J. 1885.1,958private 
pens‘on* Acts have been p issed. Since tne la-1 
m entioned date and during the last session of 
Congress, 614 such Acts becam e laws. It seems 
to me th at no one can exam ine our pension 
establishm ent 
and 
its 
operations 
w ithout 
being convinced th at through its instrum entality 
justice can be very nearly done to all who are 
entitled under present laws to the pension bounty 
of the Governm ent. B ut it is undeniable th at 
cases exist w ell-entitled to relief, in w hich the 
Pension B ureau is powerless to relieve. 
The 
really w orthy cases o f this class are such as 
only lack by m isfortune the kind or quantity of 
proof whicii th e law a n d regulations of th e bu­ 
reau require, or w hich, though th e ir m erit is 
apparent, for some other reason cannot be justly 
d ealt w ith through general laws. 
These condi­ 
tions fully justify application to Congress and 
special enactm ent. But resort to Congress for a 
special pension Act to overrule th e deliberate 
and careful determ ination of the Pension Bu­ 
reau on tbe m erits of th e case, or to secure fa­ 
vorable action w hen it could not be expected 
u nder the most liberal execution of general 
laws, it m ust be adm itted opens the door to the 
allow ance of questionable claim s, and presents 
to ilie Legislative and Executive branches of 
the G overnm ent applications concededly not 
w ithin the law and plainly devoid of m erit, but 
so surrounded by sentim ent and patriotic feel­ 
ing th at they are hard to resist. 
I suppose it 
w ill not be denied th at m any claim s for pen­ 
sions are m ade w ithout m erit, aud th at m any 
have been allow ed on fraudulent representa­ 
tions. This has been declared Irom the Pension 
Bureau, not only in th is but in prior Adminis­ 
trations. The usefulness and th e justice of any 
system for the distribution of pensions depend 
upon the equality and th e uniform ity of its 
operation, 
it w ill be seen Irom th e report of 
the Commissioner th a t there are now paid by 
the G overnm ent 131 different rates of pension. 
Estim ates from the best inform ation he can 
obtain show th at 9,(«00 of those w ho have served 
iu th e arm y and navy of th e United States are 
now supported iu w hole or in p art from public 
funds or by organized charities, exclusive of 
those iu Soldier Homes, u nder the direction and 
control of th e Governm ent. Only 13 per cent, 
of these are pensione s, w hile <>f the entire 
num ber of men furnished for the late war, 
som ething ike 29 per cent., including their 
widows and relations, have been, or are now. in 
the receipt of pensions. The A m erican people, 
w ith a patriotic, gratelul rew ard for our ex ­ 
soldiers too broad and too sacred to be monopo­ 
lized by any tpecial advocates, are not only 
willing* but anxious, th a t equal and exact jus­ 
tice should be dor.e to all honest claim sanfr 
for pension-. 
In th eir s’gbt, the friendless and 
destitute 
toldicr, dependent 
upon 
public 
chttrit>', if otherw ise entitled, has precisely the 
same right to shore in th e provision m ade lor 
those who fought th eir country's battle as those 
better cble, through friends aud influence, to 
push th eir 
claim s. 
Every pension th at is 
granted u nder o u r pres u t plan 
upon any 
other grounds th a n actual ten d ee, injury or 
disease" incurred iu such se vice, and every 
instance of the m any in w hich pensions are in ­ 
creased on o th er giounds th an the m erit of the 
claim , work an injustice to the brave and the 
crippled, but poor and friendless soldier, who is 
entirely neglected, or who m ust be content w ith 
th e sm aller sum allow ed u nder th e general 
laws. There are far too m any neighborhoods in 
w hich are found glaring cases of inequality of 
treatm ent in the m atter of pensions, and they 
are largely due to a yielding in th e Pension Bu­ 
reau to im portunity ou the part of those other 
th a n the pensioner, w ho are especially in ter­ 
ested; or they arise from special a c ts passed lor 
the benefit of individuals. The m ea w ho fought 
side by sitie should stand side by side w hen 
th ey participate in a grateful nation’s kind re 
mexnbrance. Every consideration of fairness 
an 1 justice to o ur ex soldiers and th e protection 
of the patriotic instincts o f o u r citizens from per­ 
version and violence point to th e adoption of a 
pension system broad 
and 
com prehensive 
enough to cover every contingency, and w hich 
shall m ake unnecessary an objectionable vol­ 
um e of special legislation. 
As long as wc ad­ 
here to tne principle of granting pensions for 
service aud disability as the result o f th e serv­ 
ice, the allow ance of pensions should be re­ 
stricted 
to 
cases 
presenting 
these 
feat­ 
ures. 
Every patriotic 
h eart 
responds 
to 
a 
tender 
consideration 
for 
those 
who. 
having 
served 
th eir 
country 
long 
and 
well, are reduced todestitution and dependence, 
not as an incident of th eir service, bu t w ith a«V 
vancingage or through sickness or m i fortune. 
We are all tem pted by th e contem plation of such 
a condition to supply relief, and are often im pa­ 
tient of the lim itations of public duty. Y ielding 
to no one in th e desire to indulge th is feeling ot 
consideration, I cannot rid m yself of the con­ 
viction th at if these ex-soldiers are to be re­ 
lieved they and th eir cause are entitled to the 
benefit of an enactm ent u nder w hich relief m ay 
be claim ed as a right, and th a t such relief 
should be granted under th e sanction of law, 
not in evasion of it; nor shou’d such w orthy ob­ 
jects of care, all equally entitled, be rem itted to 
the unequal operation of sym pathy, o r the ten 
der mercies or social an d political influence, 
w ith th eir unjust discrim inations. The dis­ 
charged soldiers and sailors of the country are 
our fellow-citizens, ar.d interested w ith us in 
the passage and faith ful execution of wholesome 
taw s. They cannot be swerved from th e ir duty 
of citizenship by artful appeals to th eir spirit of 
brotherhood, born o f common peril aud suffer­ 
ing. nor w ill they ex*ct, as a test of devotion to 
th e ir welfare, a w illingness to neglect public 
duty in th eir behalf. 
On th e 4»h of M arch, 1885, the current bus'ness 
of the Patent < «flice was. on an average, five ar.d 
one-half m onths behind. At th e close of the 
last fiscal year such current w ork was bu t three 
m onths in a rre a rs and it is asserted an d be­ 
lieved «hat in th e next few m onths the d*-lay in 
obtaining an exam ination o f an application for 
a parent w ill be bu t nom inal. The num ber of 
applications for patents during th e last fiscal 
year—including reissues, designs, trad e m arks 
and labels—equals 40,6'8, w hich is considerably 
in excess of th e num ber receive 1 darin g the 
preceding year. 
T he receipts of th e P atent 
Office during th e year aggregated $1,259,16? 
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of th e several States are inoperative to regulate 
rates of transportation upon railroads, it such 
regulation interferes w ith the rate of carriage 
from one State into another. This im portant 
field of control an d regulation having been 
thus left entirely unoccupied, the expediency of 
Federal action upon th e subject is w orthy of 
consideration. 
The relation of labor to capital and of the 
laboring m en to th e ir em ployers is of the utm ost 
concern to every patriotic citizen. W hen these 
are strained an d distorted unjustifiab le claim s 
are ap t to be insisted upon by both interested, 
and in the controversy w hich results the welfare 
of all and th e prosperity of th e country are 
jeopardized. Any intervention of th e G eneral 
G overnm ent w ith in the lim its of its constitu­ 
tional authority to 
avert such 
a condition 
should be w illingly accorded. In a special 
message, transm itted to Congress at its last ses­ 
sion, 1 suggested th e enlargem ent of our pres­ 
ent Labor Bureau, an d adding to its present 
functions th e pow er o f arbitration in cases 
w here differences arise betw een employes and 
employers. W hen these differences reach such 
a stage as to result in the interruption of com ­ 
m erce betw een th e States, the application of 
this rem edy by the G eneral G overnm ent m ight 
be regarded as entirely w ithin its constitutional 
power, and I th in k we m ight reasonablgpjiope 
th a t such arbitration, if carefully selected; and 
if entitled to the confidence of th e parties to be 
effected, would; be voluntarily called to the 
settlem ent of controversies of less extent, and not 
necessarily w ithin the dom ain of Federal regu­ 
lation. I am o f opiuion th a t this suggest! m is 
w orthy the attention of Congress, but after all 
has been done by the passage of laws, either 
Federal or State to relieve a situation full of 
solicitude, m uch m ore rem ains to be accom ­ 
plished by the reinstatem ent am i cultivation of 
a true A m erican sentim ent, w hich recognizes 
th e equality of Am erican citizenship. This, in 
th e light of o u r traditions and in loyalty to the 
spirit of our institutions, would teach th at a 
hearty co-operation on the p art of all interests is 
th e surest path to national greatness and the 
happiness of all our people ; th a t capital should, 
in recognition of the brotherhood of our citizen­ 
ship and in a spirit of American fairness, gener­ 
ously accord to labor its just com pensation and 
consideration, an d th at contented labor is capi­ 
tal’s best protection an d faithful ally. It would 
teach, too, th a t th e diverse situations of our 
people are inseparable from o u r civilization: 
th a t every citizen should, in his sphere, be a 
contributor to the general good; th a t capital 
does not necessarily tend to the oppression of 
labor, and th at violent disturbances and disor­ 
ders alienate from the prom oters true A m erican 
sym pathy and kindly feeling. 
AGRICULTURAL DF.PARTMENT. 
The D epartm ent of A griculture, representing 
th e oldest and largest of national industries, is 
subserving well th e purjiosesof its organization. 
By th e introduction o f new subjects ot farm ing 
enterprise, an d by opening new sources of agri­ 
cultural w ealth aud th e dissim inatiou of early 
inform ation concerning production aud prices, 
it has contributed largely to the country’s pros- 
!>erity. 
Through this 
agency of advanced 
thought and investigation touching th e subject s 
it has in charge, it should, am ong o ther things 
be practically applied to the hom e production 
at a low cost o f articles offered w hicn are now 
reported irom abroad. Such an innovation will 
necessarily, o f course, in the beginning be 
w ith in th e dom ain of intelligent experim ents, 
and the subject iu every stage should receive all 
possible encouragem ent from th e Governm ent. 
The interests o f m illions of our citizens eu- 
gaged in agriculture are involved in the en ­ 
largem ent a n d im provem ent of th e results of 
th eir labor, an d a zealous regard for th eir wel­ 
fare should be a w illing tribute to those whose 
productive returns are a m aiu source of our 
progress and power. 
The existence of pleuro pneum onia am ong 
th e cattle of various States has led to burden­ 
some, and, in som e cases, disastrous restrictions 
in an im portant branch of our com m erce, 
threatening to affect th e q u an tity and quality 
of our supply. This is a m atter of such im ­ 
portance, and o f such far-reaching consequences 
th at I hope it w ill engage the serious attention 
of Congress, to the end th at such a rem edy m ay 
be applied as th e lim its o f a constitutional dele­ 
t i o n of iiower to the G eneral G overnm ent will 
rm it. 
I com m end to th e consideration of 
Congress th e report o f the Com m issioner and 
his suggestions concerning th e interest intrusted 
to his care 
T he continued operation of the law rotating 
to our Civil Service has added to the most con­ 
vincing proofs o f its necessity and usefulness 
It is a tact w orthy of note th a t every public offi­ 
cer w ho has a ju st idea of his dut>* to the peo­ 
ple testifies to tl^f value o f th is reform . 
Its 
stanchest friends arc found am ong those who 
understand it best, and its w arm est supj*orters 
are those who are restrained aud protected by 
its requirem ents. The m eaning of such re­ 
straint and protection is not fully appreciated 
by those who w ant places u nder Governm ent, 
regardless of m erit and efficiency, nor by those 
who insist th a t elections for such places should 
rest on proper credentials, show ing active, 
partisan 
work. 
It is 
exceedingly strange 
th at 
the 
scope and 
n atu re of 
this 
re- 
torra arc so little understood, and th a t so 
m any things no t included w ithin its plan are 
called by its nam e. W hen civil service yields 
more fully to exam ination the system wi 1 have 
large additions to the num ber of its friends. 
Your civil service reform m ay be im perfect in 
some of its details; it m ay be m i-understood and 
opposed; it m ay not alw ays be fai hfufty ap­ 
plied. and its intent m ay som etim es trem ble 
under the assaults of its enem ies, or languish 
under the m isguided zeal of frionas. If th e peo­ 
ple of this country ever subm it to the banish­ 
m ent of its underlying principle from the opera­ 
tion of th eir G overnm ent, they will abandon the 
surest guarantee of the safety and success of 
Am erican institutions. I invoke for th is reform 
the cheerful am i ungrudging support of Con­ 
gress. I again renew m y recom m endation, m ade 
bust year, th a t tn e Commissioners be m ade equal 
to other officers of the G overnm ent having like 
duties an d responsibilities, and 1 hope th a t such 
reasonable appropriations m ay be m ade as 
would enable th em to increase the usefulness of 
the cause they have charge of. 
I desire to call the attentiou o f Congress to a 
plain duty w hich the G overnm ent owes to the 
depositors in th e Freedm an Savings and Trust 
Company. This com pany was « bartered by Con­ 
gress for the benefit of th e most illiterate and 
hum ble of our people, and w ith the iurention of 
encouraging iu them industry aud thrift. 
Most 
ol its branches were presided over by officers 
holding the com m issions and clothed w ith the 
uniform of th e U nited States. These an d other 
circum stances reasonably. I think, led these 
sim ple ]>eople to suppose th at the invitation to 
deposit th eir hard-earned savings iu th is insti­ 
tution im plied an undertaking on the part of 
the G overnm ent th a t th eir m oney should be 
safely kept for them . 
W hen this com pany 
failed it was liable in the sum ol $2,989,925 22 to 
61,131 depositors. 
D ividends am ounting in the 
aggregate to 60 per cent, have been declared, 
arid th e sum called for and paid of such divi­ 
dends seem s to be $1,018,181 78. 
This sum d e­ 
ducted from the entire Amount of deposits 
le a v o $1,291.7118() still unpaid. Past experience 
lias shown th a t quite a targe part o f this sura 
will not bo called for. There are assets st 11 on 
hand am ounting to th e estim ated sum o f $16.- 
'«rii. 
I th in k th e rem aining 38 per cent, of each 
o f these depositó as have claim ants should be 
paid by th e G overnm ent upon principles of 
equity an d fairness. T he report or th e Commis­ 
sioner, soon to be laid before Congress, will give 
more satisfactory details ou th is subject. 
THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
The control o f th e affairs of the D istrict of 
Co.unibia h av in g been placed in the hands of 
purely executive officers, w hile Congress still 
retains lqrislative authority relating to its gov­ 
ernm ent, it becom es my duty to m ake known 
the most p essing needs of the D htrict. and 
recom m end th e ir consideration. The laws of 
the D istrict appear to be iu an uncertain and 
unsatisfactory condition, au d th eir codification 
or revision is m uch needed. D uring th e past 
year one of th e bridges leading from th e Dis­ 
trict to th e State of V irginia becam e unfit for 
use, and travel upon it was forbidden. This 
I ads m e to suggest th at im provem ent of ail the 
bridges crossing the Potom ac an d its branches 
from tbe City o f W ashington, is w orthy the at­ 
tention of Congress. The Commissioners of the 
D istrict represent th a t the laws regulating th e 
sale of liquor, and granting licenses therefor, 
should be at once am ended, and th at legista tion 
is needed to consolidate, define an d enlarge the 
scope and powers of charitable and penal in ­ 
stitutions w ithin the District. I suggest th tt 
the 
Commissioners 
be 
clothed 
w ith the 
power to 
m ake, w ithin 
fixed 
lim itation, 
police regulations. 
I 
believe 
this power, 
granted 
am i 
properly 
exercised, 
would 
tend to subserve th e good order of th e m unici­ 
pality. It seems th a t trouble exists grow ing out 
of th e occupation of the streets and avenues by 
certain railroads having th e ir term ini in the 
city. It is very im portant th at such taws sh >uld 
be en8etcd upon th is subject as w ill secure to 
the railroads all the facilities tbey require for 
th e transaction of th eir business and at the same 
tim e protect h er citizens from injury to th eir 
persons or property. 'Ih e Commissioners again 
com plain th a t th e accom m odations afforded 
them for the necessary offices for d istrict busi­ 
ness. and for th e sate keeping of valuable books 
And paners. are entirely inefficient. I recom ­ 
m end th at th is condition of affairs be rem edied 
by Congress, and th a t suitable quarters be fur­ 
nished for the need of the D istrict governm ent. 
Iu conclusion. I earnestly invoke such action on 
th e part of the people’s legislators as w ill sub­ 
serve the public good an d dem onstrate during 
th e rem aining days of Congress, as at present 
organized, its ability aud inclination to so m eet 
th e people's needs th at it shall be gratefully re­ 
m em bered by an expectant constituency.
